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CITY GOVERNMENT OF 1924 


Usual Simple Ceremonies at Inauguration 
Held on New Year’s Day 


The inauguration of the city govern- 
ment of 1924, took place with the usual 
simple ceremonies on Tuesday after- 
noon. at the City Hall, in West New- 
. ton, in the presence of a rather small 
attendance of spectators. 

City Clerk Grant, called the new 
hoard to order, and Alderman John C. 
Madden, was selected as temporary 
chairman. The roll call showed all 
the members present, except Aledrman

The Mayor was then notified that 
the board was ready for inauguration 
and he responded at once accompanied 
•by Hon. Thoams Weston, Jr., and Rev. 

^ Robert L. Rae of the North Church of 
'Nonantum. Prayer was offered by Rev. 
Mr. Rae and the oath of office adminis- 
tered to Mayor Childs by Judge Wes- 
ton. 

Mayor Childs then administered the 
oath of office to the members elect of 
the aldermen and school committee 
and then read his inaugural address 

• which we print in full. 

’ With Mayor Childs presiding. Aider- 
man Arthur W. Hollis was unanimously 
elected president of the board and on 
assuming that office, the Mayor and his 
party withdrew from the chamber. 

President Hollis accepted the office 
in a speech which supplemented the 
recommendations of the mayor with 
several matters which Mayor Child's 
had not touched upon. 

* Alderman J. Earlo Parker was then 
unanimously elected vice-president and 
City Treasurer Francis Newhall 
unanimously re-elected to that office. 

Routine orders to put the city gov- 
ernment in running order were adopted 
including authority to the city treas- 
urer to borrow $3,225,000 during the 
year in temporary loans.

Orders were passed for $2000 for 
salaries in the Fire Department, and 
authorizing a petition to the Legisla- 
ture for the completion of the West 
Roxbury parkway by Hammond’s 
pond and across the city to Water- 
town. The latter caused some debate 
as Alderman Heathcote believed it 
ought to be considered first by the 
committee on Legislation. Alderman 
White said it was not intended to 
urge any work at the present time 
but to keep the matter agitated so 
that when the Metropolitan District 
had available funds it would not be 
set aside for projects in other parts 
of the district. 

Several permits for private garages 
were granted and the board ad- 
journed at 4.30.

WOMAN’S ASSOCIATION 


The Annual Meeting of the Womnn’R 
Association of Central Church was 
held on Wednesday, and over 180 were 
present. 

Among the guests was Mrs. Grant 
Jones of Brookline, who for 35 years 
was a missionary in the Punjab. Mrs. 
Jones is a friend of Mrs. E. M. Fergu- 
son. 

Luncheon was served by Mrs. W .E. 
Leonard and her committee. 

Mrs. C. B. Harrington brought 
greetings from Mrs. H. B. Nickerson, 
formerly of Newtonville, at present 
living at Jackson Heights, Long Is- 
land. 

In his address, "The Horizon of 
Emotion,’’ Mr. Lichliter gave a very 
illuminating analysis of the character 
of woman and of her place in the 
world of to-day. He illustrated the 
mid-Victorian conception by selections 
from "Aurora Leigh." He noted the 
revolt against a position of inferiority 
as expressed in Ibsen's "Doll’s House,” 
the writings of Marie Bashkirtseff, 
and in the struggle of Mary Lyon to 
open the doors of education to her sex. 
How far away those days seem. Now 
the pendulum has swmng the other 
way. The social scientists tell us that 
the difference between man and wo- 
man is a difference of emotion, not of 
brain pow'er. The field of idealism be- 
longs to woman. She sees at long 
range and is especially adapted to pro- 
mote causes which depend on the 
maintenance of great dreams. Politics 
requiring as they do attention to de- 
tail and the use of expedients will not 
appeal to women as to men. Man suc- 
ceeds as orator, fighter, promoter, 
where short range emotions can be 
re-kindled at will. Sehopenhaer finds 
in woman a greater interest in the fu- 
ture than in the present, in the race 
than in the individual. Hence the 
cause of missions, the one absolute 
benevolence, with its vision of the up- 
lift of the race, makes a special appeal 
to women. With her gift comes a tre- 
mendous challenge. Shall she dissi- 
pate her power with dilletantism and 
spend her days in petty interests? 
Rather let her he loyal to the highest 
possible and be a conservator of world 
ideals.

Sunday, December 30, morning and 
evening, two of the largest congrega- 
tions in the history of Centenary 
Methodist Church, Auburndale, at- 
tended the services incidental to the 
dedication of the new pipe organ, 
given by Miss Mabel T. Eager, in 
memory of her father and mother, 
former members of Centenary Church. 

At the morning service a congrega- 
tion that occupied practically every 
available seat participated in the serv- 
ice of dedication, heard Bishop E. H. 
Hughes preach a masterly sermon on, 
“The Music of Religion,’ and listened 
to a recital played by Francis J. Cronin 
organist. The Centenary Senior Choir 
sang a processional hymn and an 
anthem. Rev. George S. Butters, for- 
mer pastor led in prayer. Dr. Henry 
C. Sheldon, a member of the Centen- 
ary Congregation read the scripture 
and pronounced the benediction, while 
Rev. Earl E. Harper, pastor, conducted 
the service and led in the act of dedica- 
tion. Miss Eager formally presented 
the organ, and Mr. T. C. Hilliard, 
president of the hoard of trustees, on 
behalf of the trustees and congrega- 
tion, made the speech of acceptance. 
A rich bouquet of roses was presented 
Miss Eager by the pastor in token of 
the appreciation, love and good will 
of the people for her great gift. At 
the close of the service. Mr. Cronin 
played his recital. 

At the evening service the church 
was filled to capacity thirty minutes 
before the time for commencement. 

Miss Lillian West, of Newtonville, 
played a thirty minute recital, the of- 
fering was received, and then, under 
the direction of the pastor, the Centen- 
ary Choir, with the assistance of 
soloists, with Miss West at the organ 
and Mrs. F. E. Leland at the piano 
sang "The Christinas Oratoria,” by 
Saint-Saens. The soloists were Clara 
Lieger Harper, Soprano; Miss Hazel 
F. Tuthill, Alto; Mr. Arthur Wellcome, 
tenor; Mr. Franklin Field. Bass. Miss 
Lillian Gerrold sang the mezzo-so- 
prano part in the quartet and quintet. 
The choir responded to every demand 
put upon it by the director and the 
music, and the soloists, a!! well known 
to Newton audiences except Miss Tut- 
hill, sang with fully their usual 
beauty of tone, authority of interpreta- 
tion. and spirit of reverence and de- 
votion for their work. Miss Tuthill 
revealed one of the most beautiful 
alto voices that has yet been presented 
in musical service at Centenary 
Church, while her personality and in- 
terpretations won the heart of every 
listener. One of the most brilliant 
numbers sung in Ceut.Jdi.y Church in 
many months was the duet. “Blessed 
Is He Who Cometh in the Name of 
the Lord” as sung by Mrs. Harper 
and Mr. Field, Mr. Wellcome’s pure 
tenor voice and remarkable control 
easily over came the difficulties of 
the tenor solo's and parts in the en 
semble numbers.

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 

Membership Campaign for 1923 Closes 
With 2328 Names on List 


That the citizens of Newton are 
keenly interested in the Newton Cham- 
ber of Commerce and appreciate 
the possibilities for accomplishment 
through a strong representative All- 
Newton organization is indicated by 
the rapid growth in membership. Dur- 
ing the year just closed the Chamber 
has more than doubled its member- 
ship. numbering a total of 2328 mem- 
bers at the close of last week, on De- 
cember 29. 1923. This gives Newton 
the largest Chamber in Machusetts, ex- 
cepting Boston, in point of member- 
ship. and is a distinction in which 
members, take no little pride. 

With the exception of a brief cam- 
paign effort in the spring of 1922, 
which netted less than 100 members 
and was chiefly successful in Newton 
Highlands, the development of the 
membership has been carried on with- 
out membership campaigns, special 
publicity, or other devices to produce 
enthusiasm and develop support. The 
work has been done almost entirely by 
the Chamber staff, under the general 
direction of the board of directors. 

The average number of new mem- 
bers secured each month during the 
past year was slightly in excess of one 
hundred, the largest number secured 
in any one month. 202. having been in 
August, when a majority of the other 
Chamber activities had been suspend- 
ed during the summer months. The 
largest number of membership applica- 
tions submitted during any one week 
was sixtv-one. while the smallest num- 
ber making application in any one 
week was ten. 

While no definite membership objec- 
tive has been established as yet for 
the new year of 1924. it is planned to 
continue the membership development 
until such time as a direct invitation 
to become a member has been present- 
ed to practically all public spirited citi- 
zens of the city. While there are many 
who have yet to be reached with the 
story of the Chamber and its ob- 
jectives. it is not anticipated that the 
membership development during the 
coming year will be on the same scale 
as during the first two years of the 
Chamber. With an organization at 
hand which is sufficiently representa- 
tive to enjoy a standing that should 
give it a strong influence in many 
ways, it is planned to devote much 
more time during the coming year to 
developing the important work of the 
Chamber, and much less time to the 


further development of its member- 
ship. 

The present membership of 2328 in- 
cludes 1980, who are members of the 
Civic Division, and 348 business mem- 
bers, of which 230 are affiliated with 
the Mercantile Division. 

Newton Centre leads the several vil- 
lages of the city in its representation 
in the Chamber with a total member- 
ship of 434. Newtonville has also 
passed the four hundred mark with a 
present membership of 408. Next in 
line is Newton, with 385; while other 
villages having between two hundred 
and three hundred members are West 
Newton, with 258; Waban. with 239; 
and Newton Highlands with 210, Aub- 
urndale has a total of 194 members; 
while Chestnut Hill, with 142: is the 
remaining section with a fairly repre- 
sentative membership. Of the remain- 
ing villages. Nonantum. has 34: New- 
ton Upper Falls, 13; and Newton 
Lower Falls, 11. 

The 1980 Civic members are divided 
among the several villages as follows: 
Newton Centre. 385; Newtonville. 339; 
Newton. 288; Waban. 233; West New- 
ton. 212; Newton Highlands. 188; Aub- 
urndale. 172: Chestnut Hill. 142: New- 
ton Upper Falls. 10; Nonantum. 7; and 
Newton Lower Falls. 4. 

The order of listing the villages is 
changed somewhat in the business 
divisions of membership, the Newton 
Corner section leading with 97 mem- 
bers. Next in order is Newtonville, 
with 69; while Newton Centre, has 
49 membership of this class and West 
Newton is close behind with 46; Non- 
antum. has 27 business memberships; 
while Newton Highlands, and Auburn- 
: dale, are represented in these divi- 
! sions with 22 members each. The num- 
ber of business memberships in the re- . 
maining villages are: Newton Lower 
: Falls, 7: Waban, 6; and Newton Upper 
'Falls, 3. 

An effort is to he made during the 
coming year to build up the business 
membership, especially that of the Mer- 
cantile Division. With the various new 
activities being developed and under 
consideration for the benefit of the 
mercantile membership, it is believed 
| that the Chamber is entitled to the 
: hearty support of the local commercial 
interests, and that but little difficult 
will be encountered in increasing the 
I business membership of the Chamber 
more than 500 during the coming year.

BRYANT A. STRATTON 
ANNIVERSARY 

Forty-nine years ago, January 2, 
1865, The Bryant & Stratton Commer- 
cial School of Boston, opened its 
doors for business training in the 
Mercantile Library Association Build- 
ing;. 16 Summer Street. At that time 
there were five schools in the city of- 
fering: limited business courses but, 
for one cause or another, all except 
Bryant & Stratton have ceased to 
exist. 

The changing demands of business 
since the 60’s have called for many 
adjustments in the fitting courses, 
and to its propressiveness in meeting: 
these changing conditions, combined 
with a thoroughness which has always 
characterized its instruction, may he 
attributed the constant growth in 
numbers and influence of this remark- 
able institution. Beginning with small 
courses in Bookkeeping, Penmanship 
and Arithmetic, the curriculum has 
gradually broadened to Include Secre- 
tarial Training, Higher Accounting, 
Business Administration. Commercial 
Teacher Training and preparation for 
Civil Service examinations. 

The school has been singularly for- 
tunate in its management, having had 
but two principals in the last 56 
years. Mr. H. E. Hibbard became 
Principal in 186S, and continued for 
nearly 50 years. Tn 1917. he was suc- 
ceeded by Mr. J. W. Blaisdell, who 
brought to his task the experience of 
30 years’ intimate connection with the 
school in various positions. Under 
Principal Blaisdell the school lias had 
a continuous growth in numbers and 
efficiency. 

As early as 1887, the demand for 
Bryant & Stratton graduates had

SIOUX FURNISH PLACE NAMES 


Distinction Accorded to Great Tribes 

Which Long Opposed the Advance 
of White Settlers. 

With the possible exception of the 
much less generally known OJibway, 
the Sioux is tlie largest tribe of Amer- 
ican Indians north of Mexico, says a 
bulletin of the National Geographical 
society. 

The unforgettable names and the 
dramatic Incidents that the history of 
the Sioux has yielded are sufficient 
alone to give them a prominent place 
whenever Indians ore the subject of 
thought. Red Cloud, Crazy Horse, 
Raln-in-the-Face, and the redoubtable 
Sitting Bull were Sioux. The Sioux 
have lmd a greater hand at furnish- 
ing our best-known geographic names 
than any other division of Indians. 
Dakota, Minnesota, Nebraska, Omaha, 
Arkansas, Kansas, Iowa and Missouri 
are a few examples, most of them the 
names of Siouan suh-trihes. 

The Sioux call themselves “Da- 
kotas.” “Sioux” Is a contraction of a 
French corruption of an Ojlbway word 
meaning "little snakes” or “enemies.” 
Until comparatively recently the Sioux 
have been consistent enemies of the 
new Americans. They assisted the 
English both during the American 
Revolutionary war and the War of 
1812, and practicaly every advance 
westward which the white settlers 
have since made has been vigorously 
contested hy the Sioux. 


THOUSANDS JOINED IN LAUGH 


Sound in Theater Described as a “Sort 
of Chaotic Shriek, 'Not in the 
Least Human." 

It happened at a performance of 
“Israel in Egypt” during the Handel 
festival of 1850. The queen was pres- 
ent, and Costa, the conductor, con- 
ceived the happy idea, that the audi- 
ence should join with chorus and or- 
chestra in the performance of the na- 
tional anthem, in honor of her majesty, 
which feature he proposed to intro- 
duce with sonorous roll of drums. 

The Idea was all right, but the final 
hitch came when the drummer could 
not hear what Costa said, and the lat- 
ter tried to convey his meaning hy gut- 
tural vocal sounds, while lie beat an 
Imaginary drum with his baton! 
Chorus and orchestra gazed at these 
unseemly antics at a loss, and then 
someone tittered. 

It was catching; and in less than a 
moment, five thousand people were 
helpless with laughter. The infection 
spread to the audience, and all sense 
of decorum tied as the laughter 
swelled from five, to thirty-two thou- 
sand voices. 

“It was a sort of chaotic shriek, not 
in the least human, hut worth hearing 
for once,” wrote a spectator of the 
scene. 


Thankful for Typewriter. 

We wonder now how folks ever got 
along without an instrument which 
produces legible manuscript. It may 
in time reduce the knowledge of clii- 
rography to the mere matter of pen- 
ning one’s own name, hut how much 
time it has saved already from deci- 
phering illegible writing is beyond 
computation. The ’ typewriter makes 
for speed, but the greatest boon it con- 
ferred has been in removing the need 
for the scrawl with the pen. 

While many of the present-day 
utilities which are indispensable have 
had their development in the last half 
century, for those whose job it Is to 
make records or grind out “copy” none 
is entitled to a higher rank than the 
typewriter, which produces that which 
nmy he read easily. And from those 
on whom falls the duty of reading 
what others have written, blessings 
are showered on those who huve 
brought the typewriter into such gen- 
eral use. — Exchange.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER 


Rev. Nicholas Tlllingliast. Wliltaker, 
D. I).. long prominent in the Motho- 
dlst denomination, died Friday at his 
home 209 Sumner street, Newton Cen- 
tro. Dr. Whitaker was in his eighty- 
fourth year. Ho was horn in Boston, 
April 10, 1840, and wns the son of 
Hon. Edgar Kimball Whitaker and 
Catherine Cravnth (Holland) Whit- 
aker. He studied at Wesleyan Uni- 
versity, from which he received his A. 
B. In 1865 and A.M. in 1808. From 
Boston University he received the de- 
gree of B.D., In 1867, and twenty years 
later was honored with a D. I). from 
New Orleans University. Boston Uni- 
versity again honored him in 1902, 
when It bestowed a Pli. D. degree on 
him. 

Dr. Whitaker was ordained to the 
Methodist Episcopal' ministry in 1867, 
and he was professor of English and 
mathematics at the New Hampshire 
Conference Seminary at Tilton in 1867 
and 1868. He was pastor of several 
hurcheB in New England, some of 
the prominent ones being the Mat- 
thewson Methodist Church in Provi- 
dence, R. I., the Chestnut Street Church 
at Portland, Me., and the First Metho- 
dist Church In Lynn. One of his last 
large charges was the Central Church 
in Lowell, where ho occupied the pul- 
pit from 1908 to 1913, and l'or several 
years thereafter he occupied the pul- 
pit for the Methodist Church in Sax- 
sonville. For a year he preched in the 
Congregational Church at Islington, 
a part of Dedham. 

On Sept. 8, 1867, Dr. Whitaker mar- 
ried Helen S. Locke of Concord, N. H. 
She anti a son, S. Edgar Whitaker, 
survive him. 

Funeral services were held Monday 
afternoon in the Newton Centre Meth- 
odist Church. Rev. Ralph E. Davis, 
pastor of the church, was in charge 
of the service. The eulogy was by 
Rev. Charles F. Rice, D.D., pastor of 
the y Methodist Church in Needham, 
and a classmate of Dr. Whitaker at 
Wesleyan. An address, which was to 
have been delivered by Bishop Edwin 
H. Hughes, was read by Mr. Davis, 
with the bishops regrets at being 
unable to attend. . 

The invocation was given by Rev. E. 
P. Herrick of Rosllndale and there 
were readings from the Scriptures by 
Rev. William E. Huntington, Ph. D., 
president-emeritus of Boston Univers- 
ity. The music was by Miss Mildred 
Vinton, the church organist, and Mrs. 
Scott. Muriel Shepard sang Dr. Whit- 
aker’s favorite hymn, "My Faith Looks 
up to Thee.” The body was taken to 
Tilton, N. H.

In the holiday season one's 
thoughts are apt to turn to lighter 
tilings. We make such a declaration 
in the beginning for we have no other 
excuse for introducing a subject to 
which we have of late given what, mny 
he described as passing "notice.” The 
proposition that has puzzled us is that 
of containers of ashes and rubbish. 
In our rambles over Newton streets (a 
self-imposed form of outdoor exercise 
which we believe desirable) we have 
noted a lack of uniformity in con- 
tainers of refuse. Perhaps it was that 
our esthetic taste was offended hut we 
felt compelled to take account of such 
articles as were not the standard bar- 
rel. We saw dish-pans, wooden boxes, 
articles of metal that seemed as they 
might have once been the baby’s bath- 
tub; waste-baskets, clothes-baskets, 
wash-basins, bread tins, coal scuttles, 
suit-cases and wash-boilers. And as 
far as that Is concerned there may 
have been other novelties that at the 
present escape our memory as we 
made no written list at the time. Hav- 
ing stated our case we desire to say 
we are disposed to urge reform in this 
matter. We would like to see only the. 
galvanized barrels used. Incidentally 
we may say we do not deal in such 
things and have no stock in any com- 
pany that manufactures them. Our 
only thought is "the Garden City beau- 
tiful.” Instead of forcing this prob- 
lem, for we deem it no less thaif that, 
upon the Planning Board, which is of 
necessity engaged with higher things, 
we offer a timely suggestion — for 
Christmas, 1924, present your neigh- 
bor an honest-to-goodness ash-barrel 
if he needs it, and yourself one, too, if 
the same .situation obtains at your 
home.

We hesitate to poke fun at folks who 
misspell, although we admit there are 
many people, young and old, who have 
good reason to pride, themselves on 
their ability to spell every word cor- 
rectly. For our own part we feel saf- 
er, when a long task of writing is be- 
fore us, if "Webster’s New Inter- 
national Dictionary” is within reach- 
ing distance. There was a tint.' When 
we participated in spelling tests. We 
were never apiong the volunteers, as 
we recall, and when the captains came 
to "choose sides” we don’t remember 
that they showed any eagerness to 
have us on their team. Our associa- 
tion with schools has been limited of 
late. We did reside next door until 
ordered to move that our dwelling 
might be taken to make room for a 
new school building.- This latter 
structure we hope to live to see com- 
pleted. As we were saying we don’t 
know if "spelling matches” are held 
in the public schools. The last bit of 
school-room procedure we overheard 
was some youngsters singing "Pretty 
little bluebird looking through the 
window.” That was the first intim- 
ation we had that Maurice Maeterlinck 
is among the authors studied by the 
kindergarten pupils. But to get back 
to spelling; here is the way certain 
words appeared on civil service exam- 
ination papers recently brought to our 
attention :

Each year for 10 years to our 
own knowledge the proposition is of- 
fered — for laughter in the halls of the 
General Court. We have attended 
hearings at which representatives of 
the city of Boston have spoken elo- 
quently and at length on the tremend- 
ous advantages commercially "a 
Greater Boston" would obtain under 
such a plan. It has been our privilege 
to witness the metaphorical painting 
of thrilling pictures of "the most 
wonderful city in the United States,” 
namely the present city of Boston 
after it has annexed Newton, Brook- 
line, Cambridge, Watertown, Belmont, 
Chelsea, Revere and Winthrop. Limit- 
less possibilities are referred to by 
feverish speakers and assurance given 
that for the sake of making New Eng- 
land supreme Newton ami other cities 
and towns should gladly submerge 
their identity, history, reputation, and 
local self-government and join the 
greatness of a Greater, Grosser, and 
Greedier Boston. We do not recall 
that at any of these hearings the testi- 
mony of Hyde Park residents has 
been offered. No opportunity for the 
expression of regret by citizens of 
that district is presented. No one 
comes forward to tell how that place, 
once a Norfolk county town, has been 
kicking itself ever since the day it 
voted to annex itself to Boston. We 
venture to say that if any of these 
Hyde Park residents thought there 
was the slightest possibility of Mayor 
Curley’s hill receiving serious consid- 
eration they would hasten to Newton 
and the other places with words of 
warning. Happily, there is no need 
of their services. 

Having had several things to :

the home town we are pleased to con- 
vey the fact, of which we have been 
reminded by a reader, that during the 
heaviest of holiday business the move- 
ment of vehicles in Nonantum Square 
was so well directed that not even a 
bump was recorded.

The applicants responsible for the 
above form of spelling were products 
of Massachusetts schools. Possibly 
some of them attended the schools 
of Newton, maybe all for that matter. 
Having read in our day the original 
manuscript of not a few producers of 
newspaper copy we can sympathize 
with the civil service examiners. As 
a suggestion of "How to kill time” let 
the first member of the family who 
reads this column try this list o-’ 
words on the others. There may, ot 
course, develop an assault on some- 
thing else besides time, but we trust 
that tho household of Graphic readers 
are too well regulated for that. 

No doubt many have observed the 
amount of space given in the news 
and editorial columns of Mas- 
sachusetts newspapers of late to 
the State Commission on Ad- 
ministration and Finance and its 
effort to reduce the expenses of the 
State government. Newton has a pe- 
culiar interest from the fact that Al- 
derman Thomas W. White, chairman 
of the Aldermanic finance committee, 
is one of the State Commissioners on 
Administration and Finance. We were 
going to say something like. “Busy 
days for Tom" but that wouldn’t be 
anything new for we can’t recall a day 
when Tom wasn’t busy with "one 
thing and another" (not meaning this 
column). The discussion of the com- 
mission’s efforts and the retorts of 
heads of departments is a controversy 
in its earliest stages as we view it. 
We know, sharing with the rest of the 
world an undisputed truth, that money 
can give more pleasure and start more 
unpleasantness than about anything 
else. Now the commission, as we see 
it. is trying to reduce expenses and 
has its own method of going about the 
lob. On the other hand, heads of State 
departments, men of ability and effi- 
ciency, have reason to resent "intru- 
sion" as they are apt to view it. The 
commission was established by vote of 
tiio 1922 General Court after the sub- 
ject had been studied by a special 
commission of legislators and other 
men and women selected by the Gov- 
ernor. These investigators seemed to 
feci that such a board as now exists 
should be created. It is an interesting 
fact that the present commission has 
saved considerable State money by its 
policies. There are those who say 
that such economies as have been put 
in operation are of the "penny-wise- 
a ud-pound-foolish” sort, Wo are not 
prepared to say. All wo know is that 
there is more talk in political circles 
about the commission than anything 
else. Why there should be so much 
noise we cannot understand. We know 
that money is often spent to the ac- 
companiment of loud talk and even 
shouting, but wo never knew that the 
saving of money could be attended by 
such a racket ami rumpus. As far 
as Newton is concerned it may with 
security rely ou tho meu who repre- 


That flivver we thought of buying 
this year has turned into a horse over 
night. The reason is the promise of 
the Metropolitan District Commission 
to provide a bridle path on the banks 
of Charles river. Come to think of it 
we wouldn’t mind if we owned both 
a horse and a car. 

We offer no objections to a stiffer 
code of building laws for Newton. Our 
only hope is that if adopted its pro- 
visions will be enforced.

The Law of tho Land, Must and Shall 
Re Respected 



We had fully intended, under the 
guise of offering advice to the incom- 
ing city government, to throw some 
publicity on the mistakes of commis- 
sion and of omission of the past two 
years. But Mayor Childs has shown 
so much improvement in his annual 
address that we believe criticism of 
the past might be unwise at the pres- 
ent time. 

We do wish, however, in the most 
friendly way possible to call atten- 
tion to two matters which need ur- 
gent attention in our opinion. First, 
the growing tendency of city officials 
to ignore the limitations of the bud- 
get. and to involve the city treasury 
in expenditures in excess of the figures 
approved by the city government. The 
budget for 1923, called for $3,010,465. 
and was supposed to cover the en- 
tire expenditures for 1923. Since the 
fixing of the tax rate in August, the 
aldermen have been called upon and 
have approved, over $6S,500 in 51 dif- 
ferent item's and for 11 different de- 
partments. A determined effort should 
be made by the Mayor to keep his 
department heads strictly within the 
budget provisions. — otherwise the ad- 
vantages of a budget system will be 
lost entirely. Second, there has been 
a most unsatisfactory situation exist- 
ing in the Buildings Department, 
where an "acting” Buildings Commis- 
sioner has been in charge for nearly 
nine months. The ordinance requires 
this important department to be in the 
hands of “an able and expierenced 
architect, builder or Civil engineer.” 
The "acting” commissioner is neither. 
In this respect the ordinance of the 
city is being ignored by the Mayor 
and either the ordinance should be 
changed to allow the present “acting” 
commissioner to legally hold the of- 
fice. or a duly qualified commissioner 
should be appointed. 

— o — 

Mayor Childs apparently overlooks 
the growing need of the city for an 
adequate pension system. An examina- 
tion of the books of the city shows that 
in 1914. the first year of Mayor Childs 
administration, the cost of laborers 
and veterans pensions amounted to 
about $1400. In 1923, the city ap- 
propriated over $50,000 for its pension 
list. These pensions are in what is 
known as the non-contributorv class. 
— that is they are paid wholly from 
the city treasury. If this rate of 
growth continues, pensions will call 
for over $100,000 in 1913. With this, 
prospect in sight it would be the part 
of wisdom for the city to at once con- 
sider and establish as soon as pos- 
sible a scientific and sensible contri- 
butory pension fund. — a fund to which 
city employees would make annual 
contributions and from which when 
they had retired from active work, 
their pensions would be paid. 

We commend this suggestion to our 
city fathers. 

— o — 

Two members of the School Commit- 
tee retired from office with the close 
of 1923, both of whom have given 
years of painstaking and valuable 
service to the city. Mr. Joseph N. 
Palmer of ward 1. has served for the 
past six years and had a previous rec- 
ord of one year under the older form 
of our city charter. Mr. Everett E. 
Kent has served for six years and has 
been the chairman of the committee 
for the past four years. We have dif- 
fered on many occasions with the posi- 
tive ideas of Mr. Kent on educational 
matters, but we willingly pay high tri- 
bute to bis hard and conscientious 
work on the committee. 


Fifty years ngo this week, the first 
city government of Newton was in- 
augurated with the Hon. James F. C. 
Hyde as the first mayor. The city at 
that time was composed of six wards, 
with one alderman and two members 
of the common council from each 
ward. Only one member of that body 
now survives, Mr. Vernon E. Carpen- 
ter of West Newton having been a 
member of the Common Council at 
that time. During these fifty years, 
Newton has grown from a scattered 
group of villages with 17,820 popula- 
tion to a beautiful suburb of Boston 
with over 48,000 residents. The 
Graphic is already at work on a Me- 
morial volume which will not only 
commemorate this notable half cen- 
tury. but will also pay ji highly de- 
served tribute to the part taken in the 
Great War by the youth, as well as 
the men and w\ men of this city. 

Mayor Childs' eleventh annual ad- 
dress to the city government is about 
the best he has made during the years 
he has held the office. While we do 
not believe that a mayor's address 
should be a history of the smallest 
details of civic administration, neither 
should it be in the nature of a sermon, 
but these are but minor details. The 
Mayor makes numerous and well de- 
served recommendations and we trust 
they will be approved by the new city 
government. 

— o — 

It has been our usual custom at this 
time of the year to pay some tribute 
to the work of the members of the 
city government who retires from of- 
fice. Having some rather strong opin- 
ions on the manner in which the city 
government ha3 functioned the past 
year or two, we will merely observe 
this year that with one exception, we 
feel certain that the 1924 board, will 
be much superior to its immediate 
predecessor. 

— o — 

Police Commission Wilson of Bos- 
ton in his annual report calls per- 
tinent attention to the leniency 
shown by the district court judges in 
cases of the the illegal sale of liquor. 
Jail sentences, in the opinion of the 
Commissioner, are the sole deterrent 
to continuing the business of boot- 
legging. Fines are virtually a mere 
license system and merely add to the 
cost of the liquor illegally sold. 


UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


The Great and General Court is 
once more in session having been 
convened for its second session on 
Wednesday morning. The organiza- 
tion of both House and Senate re- 
mains unchanged and only a few 
changes were made in the committee 
assignments due to death or resigna- 
tion. Representative Saltonstall of 
this city was given a new assign- 
ment on the committee on Constitu- 
tional Law and retains his former 
place as clerk of the important com- 
mittee on Judiciary. 

Governor Cox addressed the Legis- 
lature in joint convention at noon on 
Wednesday and delivered an excellent 
address which has been printed in full 
in all the Boston papers and which 
ought to have been read by every 
American citizen in Newton. 

The record of a reduction of $14,- 
Otf* ,000 in the state debt in a period of 
three years is most satisfactory and 
highly creditable to Governor Cox. 
His statement that the total debt of 
the municipalities in the state has 
grown over $26,000,000 is a serious 
warning to every city government. 

Newton is not one of the cities 
which has exceeded its debt limit, 
but with out school building program 
for the near future calling for many 
thousand dollars, it behooves our city 
fathers to heed the advice of the 
Governor. 

The new rules allowing bills to be 
tiled and printed previously to the 
convening of the session are working 
well and over 200 matters are al- 
ready printed and assigned to com- 
mittees, so that hearings will begin 
next week on many matters.

RICE IS JAVA’S MAIN CROP 


Cultivation of the Staple a Slow 
Process, All the Work Being 
Done by Hand. 

Rice Is the most important of all 
crops in Java. The most productive 
method of cultivating it is by means 
of "sawahs” or wet fields. The sa- 
wahs consist of plots of ground sur- 
rounded by little dykes which allow 
water either to be run in or off. Where 
the land is sloping the fields ure 
formed into a succession of terraces, 
causing the water to trickle from one 
to the other. 

Rice is sown by the natives by hand. 
After sowing, the fields are flooded by 
day and drained by night for eight 
or ten days, says the Detroit News. 
In about six weeks the spikes are 
replanted in groups of two or three 
stems together, each group being 
stuck into the muddy soil at a dis- 
tance of about one inch apart. The 
soil is then flooded and drained every 
two or three days, and at the end of 
the fourth or fifth month, after re- 
planting. the crop is ready to be 
gathered. 

The harvest is gatiiered stem by 
stem, the natives standing ;md cut- 
ting them at a height of two feet eight 
inches from the ground. 

The rice, after being stacked in 
bundles and dried, is put into a 
trough and n stamp or pestle is used 
to separate the grain from tlje straw. 
The grain is husked by means <>f a 
large mortar in which disks of stone, 
iron, or wood are kept moving either 
by buffalo traction or water power.

“THE DRAMA AND TIIE CHURCH’ 


One of the tnoHt Interesting subjects 
today in the minds of thinking people, 
is the relation of the drama to the 
church and the community of today. 

Mrs. Henry L. Jewett, who with her 
husband has for the last seven years 
been associated with the Copley 
Theatre of Boston, gave a most stim- 
ulating address last Monday on the 
subject of "The Drama and tho 
Church” before the Woman’s Auxil- 
iary of Trinity Church. Mrs. Jewett 
was introduced by tho Rev. Edward 
T. Sullivan, rector of Trinity Church. 

In her opening remarks, Mrs. 
Jewett referred to the church as the 
great educational factor for human- 
ity, and said that too often ill*’ 
theatre was regarded merely as a 
source of amusement. Deprecating 
this attitude on the part of the pub- 
lic, she then went on to show the edu- 
cational value of the theatre, partic- 
ularly of the Repertory theatre, even 
going so far as to say, "If the theatre 
is not in part educational, it has no 
right to exist. It may educate while it 
amuses. Pleasure alone soon satiates. 

"Unfortunately at the present time, 
the drama of the spoken word seems 
to be receding into the background 
while vaudeville, musical comedy — 
which is neither music nor comedy — 
and the movies hold the foreground." 

Mrs. Jewett quoted John Drink- 
water, author of “Abraham Lincoln,” 
as saying that it is only through such 
a movement as the Repertory theatre 
that health can be restored to the 
theatre. 

She showed how the repertory 
theatre produces great actors and 
directors, and how it is the democracy 
of the theatre world in which each 
works for the good of the whole. To 
be successful, however, it must be 
supported by enlightened public opin- 
ion, and by a community home, the 
present commercial theatres being en- 1 
tirely inadequate for the work. 

Mrs. Jewett called attention to two 
striking characteristics of American 
people, their generosity when once 
interested in a worthy cause, and their 
belief in the youth of the land. 

She compared Boston as a source 
of culture in Art and Music with its 
position in the Dramatic World. 

In conclusion she said, "If the 
church through its members will hold 
out its hand to its sister, the theatre, 
it will find out that she (the theatre) 
will arise and come to meet her.” 

Following the address, Mrs. Jewett 
and Mrs. Abbot, president of the 
Jewett Repertory Theatre Club, held 
an informal reception in the parlors 
of the parish house. 


WABAX BOYS WIN 

Two Waban boys, Malcolm T. Hill 
and his cousin, Henry Johnson won 
two championships at the recent Na- 
tional indoor junior and boys tennis 
tournaments held at East Orange, 
New Jersey. 

Hill, by defeating John Pitman of 
High School, 6 — 3, 6 — 3, captured the 
hoys’ singles championship and then, 
stepping into the junior class, with 
Johnson as his teammate, defeated 
Kenneth Appel and John Van Ryn of 
Orange, N. J. High for the junior dou- 
bles title. 6—2, 6—3, 6—0. 

The Hill-Johnson victory in the 
doubles was the one big upset of the 
day’s play. Both lads are eligi- 
ble for boy’s’ competion and were con- 
ceded small chance of vanquishing 
their older rivals.

TRAITOR TO ITS OWN KIND 

Frigate Bird Is Well Described When 
It Is Called a Feathered Villain, 
Says Writer. 

The frlgnte bird of the South sen is 
a thief and a traitor. Figuratively 
speaking, he files pretty low. lie 
robs the poor sen gulls of their fish, 
and, not content with doing that, he 
lures them and many other birds into 
the hands of the natives. The greatest 
ambition of n native of Nauru island, 
snys n writer in the Bulletin of the 
Pan-American Union, Is to own more 
frigate birds than anyone else in his 
village. Nauru, by the way, Is a 
mere dot of land between tlie Marshall 
and the Solomon islands. It has a na- 
tive population of some two thou- 
sand persons. 

Frlgnte birds, uninteresting and al- 
ways apparently asleep on the roost, 
are capable of almost human cunning 
when trained as decoys to enpture 
other birds. On festival days in 
Nauru whole villages meet to contest 
the supremacy of their decoy birds. 
The king of the island presides over 
the tournament. 

Sometimes when the decoys are set 
free not a wild bird can be seen or 
henrd. Up soar the decoys until lost 
to sight. Then presently the screams 
of wild birds rend the air, and flocks 
of them appear and in the company of 
the decoys approach the roosts that 
the natives have built for them. Soon, 
however, the wild birds become sus- 
picious and try to soar away. Then 
the real labor begins. With open bills 
and widespread wings the frigate 
birds attack their victims, bar their 
way, head them oft and circle round 
and above them until they have driven 
them, bullied and exhausted, to the 
roosts. 

At the end of the tournament a 
count is made, and the village and the 
villager with the largest number of 
captive birds to their credit are public- 
ly praised by the king. Thereupon 
feasting and dancing begin.

Increases Perfume of Flowers. 

A process, the invention of M. Dan- 
iel, professor of botany at Rennes, by 
which the perfume of flowers is great- 
ly increased, has been explained be- 
fore the Acudemie des Sciences In 
Paris. By taking two plants of 
the same species and grafting one 
on the other— notably a wormwood 
on a chrysanthemum— he found not 
only that the grafted wormwood de- 
veloped remarkably, but its flower 
gave forth a perfume much more pow- 
erful than that of the original plant. 
Moreover the chrysanthemum had giv- 
en to the wormwood flower something 
of its own perfume. The professor 
collected the seeds of the grafted 
wormwood and the following year ob- 
tained from them some fine plants. 
They hud this peculiar feature — that 
while the flowers of some of the plants 
emitted a perfume similar to those of 
the original graft, others were abso- 
lutely without odor. 


Ravages of Man-Eaters. 

India is not the only country afflicted 
with the man-eater, in Uganda in one 
year lions killed as many ns 22 Euro- 
peans, 12 Hindus and 107 natives 
while employed in the construction of 
a railway. These figures do not in- 
elude such natives as were not in the 
employment of the railway; a local 
administrator estimated the loss of 
life in their case at something over 
500. 

In a single year the lions of 
Rhodesia are reported to have claimed 
110 victims; those of West Portuguese 
Africu accounted for more than 200 
people, Including three Europeun 
hunters.

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MAYOR CHILDS’ ADDRESS 


To the City Government of 1924 


Gentlemen of the Board of Aldermen : — 

At this season of the year when the world still carries in its 
heart the Christmas spirit of friendliness and good will. 1 
wish for each one of you and for every man. woman, and little 
child in this city a hopeful and happy New Year. 

\Ye were elected hv the |>eople. we have taken our oath of 
office and we are free to act for the best interests of all. We 
made no attempt to catch votes by promises that were unwise 
or impractical to put into action. The voters of this city ex- 
]>cct those who represent them to use their best judgment in 
every matter which arises. They never ask promises in ad- 
vance. 

By the choice of the ]>eople we are their public servants, 
trustees or stewards — and it is required of stewards that a man 
l>e found faithful. Every day by our actions we shall render 
an account of ourselves and of our stewardship to the taxpayers. 

We are not here to manage a business corporation and make 
money. We are here to direct the affairs of a municipal cor- 
poration to spend money, hut the money of the people and 
for them. Service to the public is our chief objective. 

In what we do or try to do we can act as politicians or as 
statesman and let's get the* distinction. A politician lives by 
policy alone and he simply plays a game which leaves him 
where he was. A statesman lives by principle and by principle 
he secures the right to perpetuity. 

Clearness of vision and efficiency of method are the two 
things most needed for success in our work and these call for 
rigid economy, but not too rigid. 

“There is that which scattereth. and yet increaseth ; and there 
is that which boldest more than is meet, but it tendeth to pov- 
erty.’* 

I wish to express to the meml)ers of last year’s Board of 
Aldermen, to the memel>ers of all City Boards and Commis- 
sions. to heads and acting heads of departments and to all city 
employees my sincere appreciation of their efforts exerted 
for the public good and my thanks for their assistance in 
our common endeavor to promote the welfare and happiness of 
all of our people. The glory for any successes achieved must 
be shared. 

1 wish. also, to express for all department heads and for my- 
self. our appreciation of the ] painstaking work of our City 
Solicitor. The work of that officer is rapidly increasing in 
this growing city and ways and means ought soon to he pro- 
vided for relieving him of some of the detail. 

I welcome to the Board and to the School Committee the 
newly elected memebers, some of whom have already rendered 
most acceptable sendee in other departments of our municipal 
life. The same fidelity and good judgment which they have 
heretofore shown will characterize their work in a new field. 

Thanks are due the Chamber of Commerce. Women’s Clubs, 
Welfare Bureau, the Hospital. Philanthropic and Fraternal 
organizations, the Rotary Club and all agencies whose sendee 
has meant much to our civic life, also to those who represent 
our city in the General Court, for their watchfulness over 
legislation on Beacon Hill affecting our city. 

Let me also record my appreciation of the twenty- four hours 
per day sendee rendered by the churches and clergy of this 
city in an endeavor to make it a tetter place because of a finer 
manhood and nobler womanhood. The church in any city is 
greater than the City Hall. It is the most important institution 
in any community. It does more to protect life and property 
than jx)lice and fire departments. It keeps more people away 
from the need of social sendee than any social bureau. No mat- 
ter how imperfect the church or its members, it has always 
been the shining light in this free land. 

The tragic death of Rev. H. Grant Person at the height of 
his power and of Father Danahy after a long and useful pastor- 
ate were a distinct loss to this city. The departure to broader 
fields of sendee of Dr. Ross, Mr. Robinson, Mr. Ryan and 
Father Cronin brings to our attention remarkably faithful work 
here. 

During the past year the city has lost by death the services 
of Division Foreman Charles A. Peck, Police Officers John A. 
McKenzie and Joshua H. Seaver, also Charles Kelliher and 
John McCarthy, all faithful employees, who strove at all times 
to promote t]*e city’s interests; and by resignation, Public 
Buildings Commissioner Walter R. Forbush, on account of ill 
health a^d Deputy Collector Alice M. Wright. Dan Lamson, 
assist^* j n t i le Engineering Department, also Mrs. Murray and 
t ^|Blisses Bryson, Ross, Platts and Doirond. Most of these 
ve rendered many years of service and all have been faithful, 
their ability and fidelity having been recognized by public and 
private organizations which have called them to positions which 
are deserved promotions. 

There have teen retired on pension Messrs. Kone, Tombascio, 


Salvucci. McFaddcn, Kelley, Franey, Barrv, Santillo, Spcl- 
man, Kent, Welch ami Day of the Public Works Departments 
and Captain Edward C. Waterhouse of the Fire Department. 
They deserve for their splendid service the rest which is now 
theirs. 

Our military and semi-military organizations have had a 
successful year and have been a wholesome influence and power 
for good in the community. I would suggest to those eligible 
for membership in these organizations and the splendid auxil- 
iaries connected therewith that they come forward and join 
forces with their comrades in the good work which they arc 
pn minting. 

A soldier’s memorial should be erected in this city and I 
would recommend as a place for the sentimental memorial 
already planned the triangle at Homer. Walnut Streets and 
Commonwealth Avenue, as the most appropriate site. 

The erection of this portion of the memorial should not lie 
much longer delayed. I also recommend that the junction of 
Walnut and Beacon Streets be named De Rusha Square, in 
honor of the only young man in that immediate vicinity, who 
lost his life in the Great War. Crescent Street at Nanantum, 
has already been renamed Jasset Street, so that the recommend- 
ation is not without precedent. 

The financial condition of the city is sound. A brief sum- 
mary of the situation is of interest. 

Bonds authorized in 1923 $410,000.00

The Borrowing Capacity of the City of Newton 

on December 31, 1923, was 681,208.72 

Showing a decrease during the year of 47,367.33 

The tax rate for the year was $26.60, safely under the danger 
point fixed by the Tax Commissioner of the Commonwealth, 
and less than the average rate of Massachusetts cities. This, 
it seems to many, was a fair rate judged by the advantages that 
make Newton a desirable place of residence. 

Reasonable economy in expenditures, foresight in planning 
the year’s work and a continuance of the present extensive 
building operations will present a higher rate during the period 
of inflated prices and lead to a gradually decreasing rate when 
business becomes normal. 

The Board of Assessors, our revenue producing department, 
is endeavoring to assess all property at its fair cost value as 
the statutes of the Commonwealth require. 

The extreme prices which have been received in some cases 
during recent years are not regarded as safe guides in the gen- 
eral assessment of property. 

The policy of the Board of Assessors has been to adjust 
valup to changing conditions from time to time but the changes 
are made in accordance with the rules of sound business. 

The assessments for a given year, when finally laid are the 
result of careful personal examination of land and buildings 
on the part of the assessors, supplemented by conferences with 
builders, owners and real estate experts, by advice and sug- 
gestion from the supervising division of the Department of 
Corporations and Taxation at the State House and by ad- 
ditional information from all other available sources. 

When the tax rate for 1923, was declared the valuation of 
Newton, for local taxation was approximately $102,000,000. 
of which $59,700,000 was placed on buildings, $28,000,000 on 
land, $14,300,000 on personal property, $2,000,000 on machin- 
ery and stock in trade and $100,000 on live stock. 

But in speaking of taxable property, we should not overlook 
the non-taxable property or its significance. 

I venture to think that after all the non-taxable property in 
any # city shows more accurately its worth and is the best index 
of the degree of civilization and culture which it has attained. 
Churches, schools, colleges, roads and the benevolent treatment 
of the unfortunate are the true test of a community’s standing. 

With $15,000,000 invested in city property, church property, 
institutions of learning as well as those of a benevolent, char- 
itable and literary character in addition to the $102,000,000 of 


taxable property one lias the right to conclude that Newton is 
a fair sample of municipal achievement, that the Garden City 
is not misnamed and that it is a real privilege to enjoy life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness here. 

The health of the city has teen good. The s|>ecial health 
work in our schools has had splendid results. A great honor 
was conferred upon this city, when Miss Bragg, the Assistant 
Superintendent of Schools, was called to Belgium, during 
the summer to establish a similar health programme for the 
children of that land. 

To safeguard health in the future more attention should be 
given from time to time toward surpassing the mosquito pest 
in certain sections. 

The poor of the city have received assistance. Conditions as 
a whole have improved. The number of inmates at the City 
Home is smaller than usual. Mothers’ aid has about reached 
its maximum. The coal situation has improved greatly. The 
good work of ihe coal dealers last winter in meeting the needs 
of our Charity Department was greatly appreciated. 

The city has at all times tried to cooperate with private or- 
ganizations doing preventative and relief work and has received 
much assistance from these agencies. 

The Welfare Bureau. Knights of Columbus and Elks to- 
gether with individuals have done much toward assisting those 
whose yoke is not easy and whose burden is far from light. 

The Newton Hospital has added to its long record of achieve- 
ment and has rendered real service to this and other com- 
munities. A hospital controlled by private interests, although 
serving the public, sometimes labors at a disadvantage. 

Ways and Means for conducting successfully such an in- 
stitution must be provided and a lack of resources is a great 
handicap. 

The thought of what this city would be without such an in- 
stitution ought to stimulate more of our citizens in all the 
varied walks of life to do something for this institution whose 
service anyone of us may claim at any time. 

A deeper interest in the financial problems of the Hospital 
on the part of more of our citizens would enlarge the scope 
of the institution’s usefulness. 

The Street and Engineering Departments have worked to- 
gether harmoniously through a busy year. During the severe 
winter our streets were open for traffic. There never has 
been a time when there has been so much snow and the streets 
kept in such good condition. If the streets had teen neglected 
during the coal shortage there would have been much more 
suffering. 

During the year new construction has kept pace with the 
growing city. The work on drainage undertaken last year 
should be continued. The Newtonville drain from Adams to 
Crafts Streets, should be completed and a drain laid on Beacon 
Street from Agawam to Locke Roads. Provision should he 
made for a reasonable extension of the present sewer system. 
Resurfacing and maintainence of streets should not be 
neglected. Too much ecenomy means greater expense later on. 

The remaining portion of Parker Street and Cypress Street, 
should receive attention in the near future and the work al- 
ready started on California Street, extended that the traffic on 
Watertown Street from Watertown, going west, may be 
relieved. 

As soon as is practicable preparation should be made for a 
city stable on the South Side of the city on the Elliott Street 
land. The present building used by that district is both inade- 
quate and unsanitary. 

A new contract for the collection of garbage is now in opera- 
tion but the problem of the proper disposition of waste paper 
and rubbish remains yet to be solved. One by one available 
dumps are vanishing. 

A scientific examination should be made immediately of the 
bridge on Washington Street between Newton and Wellesley 
at Newton Lower Falls, and the matter of new bridges at 
Wales Street and Nahanton Street, should be considered. 

“Street Sprinkling” in my judgment should be eliminated 
from the budget and the work done as maintenance of streets, 
and charged to that account. I also recommend that except in 
special cases we cease building streets under the Betterment 
Act for the present year. 

I suggest as a means of relief for Nonantum Square, a 
street connection with the new boulevard over Hvde Brook 
drain and the withdrawal of the Middlesex and Boston street 
cars from their present terminal. 

One of Newton’s greatest assets is her trees. City trees 
are in good condition and practically free from pests. Con- 
siderable pruning still needs to be done to counteract the effects 
of the disastrous ice storm which did so much damage a 
short time ago. If the city is to be made as beautiful as be- 
fore the storm or put on its wav toward that beauty, there is 
work to be done. 

There is also need for considerable planting of new trees. 

Chaffin Park, the gift of the public spirited citizens, has 
been completed. This gift will be appreciated by this and fu- 
ture generations, and is a beautiful open space on a main 


thoroughfare which enhances the value of all real estate in that 
vicinity. 

Newton is an acknowledged leader in the Recreational Move- 
ment. We are fortunate in having parks and playgrounds. 

The general use made of our playgrounds and the growing 
importance of the health and social significance of recreation 
will make it necessary ere long to change to full time those 
who direct our playgrounds. All of our directors and one 
Superintendent are still only part time employees. 

Under the present system we lose many valuable directors. 
Men and women who can devote their whole time to the boy 
and girl problem ivi each district will soon te needed. The 
playgrounds should be made a very much greater force in the 
physical training of all our youth the year round. 

Economy and efficiency demand that school house and play- 
ground development should be correlated and in any future 
school building programme this matter should be considered. 

In spite of our splendid playgrounds, the Newton of the 
future, and the not distant future, will need more playground 
area. The time to study the situation is now when cheap land 
can be acquired and transformed into future playgrounds. I 
recommend that this matter be carefuly considered. 

The Thompsonville district is growing and has no play- 
ground. There is none in Chestnut Hill. Newton Lower 
Falls is still without a citv-owned playground. The playground 
at West Newton is too small. Here, however, sixteen acres 
of very unwholesome swamp land could be turned into a fine 
recreation park. The Auburndale playground, should be fur- 
ther enlarged by regaining additional land from the Metro- 
politan Park Commission. There is no playground or park 
in the whole region between Nonantum and West Newton and 
Waltham between Watertown Street and the Charles River; 
no park or playground between Chestnut Street and the Waban 
Playground. 

A study should be made of Edmands Park and the pos- 
sibilities for development there. Now that one of the abuttors 
has died the rights of the city in Colbv Street running from 
Edmands Park to Centre Street, should be determined before 
further complications arise. 

Field houses are needed at Cabot Park. Bulloughs Pond, 
Boyd Park and the Hawthorne Street Playground 

These needs are urgent on account of the great increase in 
the use of these playgrounds not only by the children but also 
by the adult population. 

The Daylight Saving Act has quadrupled the use which the 
people of this city, young and old. are making of wholesome 
outdoor recreation. These buildings are necessary conveniences 
which should help to foster a healthy open air life of young 
people which will benefit generations yet to come. 

During the past year the Building department has been reor- 
ganized and is doing good work. There have been 1402 per- 
mits issued for new buildings at an esitmated cost of $6,821,418. 
Work has gone ahead upon all but two of these buildings. The 
new Davis School has been completed and is now in use. That 
portion of the Underwod School not situated on the Byfield lot 
will be turned over to the School authroities for use in 
April, if all goes well. The Classical High and Mason Schools 
have been equipped with complete, up-to-date, electrical equip- 
ment. The old fire station at Lower Falls has been remodeled 
into a branch library with an apartment on the second floor for 
the librarian. The Power Plant has been put in good condition 
and the Adams School has had new heating and plumbing. The 
plumbing has been remodeled and extensive repairs made at the 
Mason, Old Hyde. Franklin, Stearns, Lincoln, and Eliot 
Schools. The City Home and old Wade School building have 
been painted. 

The amount of expenditures on city buildings will be materi- 
ally decreased in 1924. Some important work, however, should 
be done. The Classical High and Mason Schools should te 
painted, re varnished and floors attended to throughout. Elec- 
tric lights should be installed in the Burr and Emerson Schools ; 
a concrete floor should replace the wooden one at the fire station 
at Newton Centre and plumbing should be remodeled at the 
Burr and Rice Schools. 

The sanitary condition of the plumbing in the Newton 
Schools is eighty per cent more modern than it was five years 
ago. At the end of the present year, if recommendations sug- 
gested are carried out, the sanitary condition of our schools 
will be most satisfactory. 

The crowded condition at the Court House makes alterations 
in the building not only desirable but quite necessary. Assur- 
ances have been given that for additional space the County 
would be willing to pay an increase in rent. I recommend that 
this matter be given careful consideration. 

The Zoning Ordinance though still young is working well but 
this ordinance together with the Building Code should be 
restudied. New methods of construction, garages, and the need 
of giving the Commissioner and Board of Appeal more dis- 
cretionary power make changes desirable. I recommend es- 
pecially a restudy of sections 562, 567, and 571. 

The rainiall for the months of May, June, August, Septem- 


ber and the first two weeks in Octoter was extremely light 
and to supplement our Water Supply atemt sixty million gal- 
lons were obtained in June, September, and Octoter from the 
Metropolitan System, the Ward Street Auxiliary Plant pump- 
ing from the Metropolitan mains into our reservoir. 

In the report of the National Board of Fire Underwriters an 
improvement is recommended in our distributing system, the 
principal suggestion teing for a new twenty inch main crossing 
the city through Commonwealth avenue from Centre to Wash- 
ington Streets, connecting all north and south cross lines. Such 
a line if further extended to the reservoir would te of great 
value but a very exepensive improvement. 

Heavy building construction carried on in the city during 
the past year caused a great demand te>th for new mains and 
house connections. These demands have teen met as speedily as 
possible. The appropriation made last fall will, in all prob- 
ability locate on Water Works land a new supply which will 
considerably increase the water now available. 1 still believe 
that the city should acquire the river frontage on the easterly 
side of Charles River tetween the Pumping Station and the 
Charles River Country Club. 

Next to the church and home in imjx>rtance comes the school. 
The education problem is the greatest problem in America to- 
day. This problem in our own city deserves immediate and 
careful attention. The school touches young life, a city's great- 
est asset. It stands for opportunity for all and not for the se- 
lected few. Our schools are making the Americans of tomor- 
row. This is imj>ortant to rememter. It is vital. Our form 
of government cannot endure without education. The safety 
of a democracy lies in the intelligence of the people. The de- 
mand of ihe times is that education be social, vocational, and 
cultural. Ideals, expert teaching and adequate equipment are 
necessities if the test results are to te obtained. The educa- 
tional programme which is being carried out in this city for the 
most part meets with the approval of parents and tax payers in 
general. Education week, recently observed, gave our citizens 
the opportunity to see the Newton schools in operation, the 
buildings which have teen erected and something of the work 
accomplished there. I urge every memter of this Board as he 
has opportunity to jjersonally visit the schools. Personal in- 
spection would prove both interesting and instructive. A joint 
special committee is now studying the school situation and will 
rejH>rt its finding as to future needs shortly. The proposed 
changes in the Bigelow School should be made this year. 

The Police and Fire Departments have functioned satis- 
factorily during the year. There are few to whom we are more 
indebted for protection of our lives and property than to these 
men. They are forces to be proud of here and elsewhere. The 
increase in wages recently granted was right and will tend to 
bring these departments on to even a higher plane. We want 
the pick of our young men for this service. 

As regards other employees they are not public servants in 
the same way in which police and firemen are, who are fore- 
sworn to surrender themselves to the public service. Other 
city employees, however, should te given proper salaries. A 
living wage in a city like Newton, where it costs more to live 
than in many places, is always in order, and long and meritor- 
ious service should be honorably recognized. 

The fire and police signal systems are out of date and should 
be replaced before many years if the city is to meet the de- 
mands of the present day. An ambulance for the sick and in- 
jured is needed, also an increase in the numter of spot lights 
for the safety of pedestrians and the ^police w’hile directing 
traffic, also for the benefit of automobile drivers. The silent 
policemen should be replaced w*ith Beacon traffic signals at the 
most dangerous intersections of streets and in squares. 

The most effective deterrent in the matter of violation of 
laws is the motorcycle officer. Another motorcycle should te 
added to the squad. 

To properly safeguard school children going to and from 
school and to give further night protection to Waban, Newton 
Highlands, Newton and Newtonville Squares, also for traffic 
duty on split shifts consisting of part day and night duty 
additional patrolmen are needed. The selection of an officer, 
well qualified and subject to the approval of the school author- 
ities w’hose duty it would be to visit weekly each class of the 
low’er grades and speak for a limited time on w’hat to do to 
prevent accident would te an innovation which might tend to 
elinimate many dangerous habits now practiced by the little 
folks. 

During the year a reinspection of the fire protection facilities 
of the city was made by the National Board of Fire Under- 
waters. The report has been completed and is now on file. By 
carrying out certain recommendations therein made we are 
assured by the New England Insurance Exchange that Newton 
may be graded as a Class A city for minimum rates on dwelling 
house property. By carrying out certain other recommenda- 
tions less costly Newton can te graded in Class B. I shall te 
glad to cooperate wfith you in the earning out of such sug- 
gestions as may seem best. Additional hydrants are a neces- 
sity and should be installed.

MAYOR CHILDS’ ADDRESS 


OUT OF THE MELTING POT 


GOLD IS USED ON POTTERY

The increasing number of motor vehicles, coupled with 
carelessness and recklessness on the part of their drivers pre- 
sents a problem which is becoming more serious every day but 
which our Police Department and the courts are trying to 
solve. "Caution” is the word of the hour and ‘‘Don’t drink 
while driving” wholesome advice. 

The 18th Amendment and the failure of the voters of Mas- 
sachusetts to jxiss laws in accord with it has complicated a 
difficult situation, making it doubly hard for law enforcing of- 
ficials. Let me say that the Mayor of the City of Newton 
stands squarely behind Cakin Coolidge in upholding the Con- 
stitution and Laws of the United States of America as all real 
Americans should. Newton is as clean a city as there is in 
so far as the liquor traffic is concerned. The future, however, 
presents a serious task. The liquor traffic dies hard. The 
economic profit involved is a terrible temptation and the boot- 
legger takes advantage of his opportunity the country over. 
Then, too, there is a large number of people who still prize 
a drink more highly than they do the flag of their country. 
Hut law is law and duty is duty and we must at least assume 
that the amendment is here to stay. We can’t laugh at law. It 
isn’t a joke or of little importance. Hear in mind also that 
no matter was ever given more serious thought. Thirty states 
had passed a law similar to the 18th Amendment before it was 
passed. All but two States ratified it. There must have been 
some sentiment behind it. Men violate it. They always will. 
People in this enlightened community still fail to honor their 
parents. They kill, they covet, they steal. Few love their neigh- 
bors as they do themselves but we haven’t yet repealed the ten 
commandments or the two proclaimed by the Prince of Peace. 
In my judgment prohibition is here to stay. It is not a passing 
whim but a fight for righteousness hard and long and the will 
of the people triumphed in the end. That is as 1 see it and the 
law of the land must be enforced. 

The affairs of the Newton Library have been wisely admin- 
istered and its influence has reached out into every corner of 
the city. This important institution has served our city well. 
In the budget for the year l shall recommend some increase 
in the appropriation for "Hooks.” This is to rehabilitate chil- 
dren’s books. Our library renders a special service to children. 
The children’s books are very much worn. Many have been 
thrown away. Many more need to be. 'file collection must be 
built up with good stories and fairy tales for boys and girls 
and in readers for the little tots. The children are entitled to 
the opportunity of reading books in good condition. A new 
automobile for the Library Department will also be needed 
very soon. 

Gentlemen, I have tried briefly to give to you a suggestion 
of some of Newton’s future needs. Some of these needs are 
immediate. I shall be glad to select with you the project upon 
which we shall lay the emphasis for the coming year. As we 
face the future two courses are open to us. We can either go 
backward or forward. We can develop or we can cease to 
grow. As public servants we should strive to keep pace with 
the city’s growth. In spite of the many problems which have 
been presented in recent years Newton was never in better 
condition than today and with a reasonable tax rate. Where 
can one get more for his money than right here? Such a city 
we shall l>e privileged to govern the coming year and we are 
now ready to begin. As we take up our respective duties let us 
unite with all of our fellow-citizens ( ready to find fault oc- 
casionally but always ready to appreciate) in a common aim to 
make Newton the best city from every angle in which to live. 
Let us strive for a city with a soul. Most American cities have 
none. The time of their officials is, for the most part, given over 
to material things, to pavements and sewers and bridges, police 
and fire protection and the like — all mighty important. The 
need, however, in the days in which we are living, is for a four 
square city life. The material things are quite necessary but 
the recreational and spiritual and social service side should not 
be neglected. To give our city a soul is the obligation and 
privilege of every good citizen. 

May we endeavor, then, to fashion our city after that model 
set forth so clearly in Holy Writ to the end that we may have 
here a city whose length and breadth and height are equal and 
where His servants serve Him, ever remembering that the in- 
dividual or community or nation which is facing Godward 
always finishes right.

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Heaven and Earth Both Constructed

Says Science. 

Meteors hnve always been looked on 
with interest by the sky watchers. 
They swoop down on us startlingly 
from some mysterious hinterland of 
outer space. We look with something 
of awe even todny and wonder about 
them. Are they messengers from dis- 
tant strange worlds? Do they differ in 
some essential way from the substance 
matter of the earth? 

The answer Is an unromnntlc “no," 
says the New York Evening Post. 

Chemically, meteorites aye often 
composed of iron, with some nickel 
and smaller amounts of other elements. 
So far as the chemist can determine, 
the iron in meteors Is Just like the iron 
in the kitchen range or the garden 
hoe, and the nickel no different from 
that in the 5-eent piece in your pocket. 
It seems to be pretty definite proof 
that our earth is part and parcel with 
the rest of the universe and that all 
the splendid stars are now or will 
some time he made up of Just the kind 
of chemical elements we find by 
scratching the surface of this little 
earth. 

There seems to be no doubt that all 
of the matter of the universe came out 
of the same vast melting pot. Our sun 
differs from giant Betelguese, at the 
other end of the heavens, only in size 
and hotness. The warmth and the 
water and light on our earth are prob- 
ably very much like those on thou- 
sands of planets swinging in the vast 
spaces of the Milky Way and, given 
these same conditions, it is more than 
likely that life is there also, and in- 
telligence and thinking, and wondering 
about us us we think and wonder 
about them. 


HAVE “MUMMY” OF DINOSAUR 


Ice Fields of Siberia Recently Made 
a Valuable Contribution to Sci- 
entific Annals. 

The vast Ice fields of Siberia have in 
muny instances acted as a natural cold 
storage plant for the preservation of 
the flesh of ttie mammoth, this prehis- 
toric cousin of tlie elephant having 
been dug out of his chilly grave intact 
on numerous occasions. It has always 
been supposed, however, that this was 
the only Instance in which anything 
more than the hare hones of the fauna 
of past geological epochs had come 
down to us. Doubtless the mammoth 
will continue to stand unique in this 
respect ; but he is no longer unap- 
proached. There 1ms recently been 
put on exhibition in the Senikenberg 
museum, Frankfort-am-Maln, a dino- 
saur skeleton which carries with it a 
considerable portion of the skin of the 
animal, In mummified form. In par- 
ticular the epidermis over the animal’s I 
hack is present prnctlcully intact. The 
skeleton has been mounted in flying 
position, and mnkes altogether an im- 
pressive exhibit.

The swain, after 
taking perhups weeks to make up his 
mind, had suddenly screwed up his 
pluck and asked the question upon 
which ids happiness depended.

The advantages of the stained 
gluss portrait over paint uud canvas 
ure obvious. Glass perishes very, very 
sflowly. Canvus has, comparatively, 
a short life; whilst oil colors, as we 
know from Turner’s fust-fuding mas- 
terpieces, have but a short life. In 
the houses of the future the stained 
glass portrait will probably he quite 
common. The features of lovely wom- 
en will sparkle with the shafts of suf- 
fused sunlight; famous men will look 
down, lifelike and glowing. This re- 
vival should give a new impetus to an 
urt ulmost lost; an art which rlvuls 
sculpture for sheer living heuuty.

lit Value for Gilding Lies in Its Re- 
sistance to Oxidization — Not 
Expensive. 

Gold Is used on pottery either for 
gilding or ns a coloring agent in glazes. 
Its valise lies In Its resistance to oxidi- 
zation and the fineness of the layer 
that enn be produced, for which reason 
It is not an expensive stain. The aid 
of a flux is employed In application 
and mercurous oxide is found to reduce 
the njnount of gold required. The fol- 
lowing mixture Is used : 

Fifteen parts of black mercurous ox- 
ide, 2.5 parts of basic bismuth nitrate 
and 0.3 parts of melted borax. The 
addition of three parts of silver enr- 
honute to this composition produces a 
greenish tint. After firing in the muf- 
fler the gold has a matt surface and 
must be polished with bloodstone or 
agate. A cheaper process, which does 
not require polishing after the burn, is 
the use of glanzold or Meissen gold, 
a preparation of gold solution with an 
organic medium such as turpentine, 
lavender oil or a balsam or resin. As 
n coloring agent In glazes, gold pro- 
duces shades from violet to purple and 
red, of which the best known is purple 
of Cassurs, a lake of precipitated gold 
with metallic hydroxide, preferably 
that of tin, which was formerly re- 
garded as a definite compound. The 
presence of ammonia or alum in the 
stannous chloride solution produces 
shndes from dark to rose purple and 
the tint may be further modified by 
the substitution of antimony or mag- 
nesia for tin. Choice of flux materially 
Influences the color. — Washington Star. 


TWO THEORIES PUT FORTH 

Scientists Have Disagreed as to the 
Composition of the Chemical 
Elements. 

It Is nn old question, "Are the 
seventy-odd chemical elements really 
elementary or are they compounded 
of something still more elementary?” 
In the light of the discoveries of the 
Inst few years about radium one au- 
thority recurs to a theory, advocated 
by him many years ago, that as the 
planets nre evolved out of the original 
nebula which guve birth to the solar 
system the chemical elements them- 
selves were also evolved out of some- 
thing fur less complex thnn them- 
selves. The fact that existing nebu- 
lae nre very simple In composition, 
while stars in various stages of devel- 
opment exhibit more and more com- 
plexity until In solidified bodies, like 
the earth, a great number of chemical 
elements with a myriad of compounds 
are found, is regarded as strongly sup- 
porting tills theory. The phenomenon 
of radium lends to the additional sug- 
gestion that as in the development of 
the heavenly bodies we seem to see 
the growth of the elements, so In 
radioactivity we witness their decay. — 
Exchange. 


Washington a Fast Wooer. 

Washington was in his twenty-fifth 
year when, taking dinner at a friend’s 
house, he met young, pretty and wid- 
owed Martha Custis. He could fix 
none of his attention on eating because 
he had concentrated it nil on the allur- 
ing widow, whose Invitation to tea for 
that evening lie fervently accepted, 
says the Detroit News. 

He left her home lute that night only 
to reappear there early the next morn- 
ing. Before noon they were engaged, 
und In a few days the “knot was tied,” 
Martha in silk and satin, laces and 
brocade, with pearls around her throat 
and in her ears — and George in blue 
and silver trimmed with scarlet, and 
with gold buckles at his knees and on 
his shoes. 

Immediately following the ceremony 
they left for Mount Vernon, the bride 
In a “coach and six,” and the bride- 
groom on horseback, riding proudly 
alongside. 


Age-Old Fashions in Hairdressing. 

Hair naturally grows outwards In 
all directions, and the first man who 
found It falling In front of ills eyes 
and brushed It aside must have been 
the first man to “part” his hair! 

Coming to ages, of which we have 
some definite knowledge, we find hair- 
dressing In different fashions as far 
hack as there are writings or monu- 
ments to record anything at all.

Salt, One of Necessities of Life. 

Salt enters so largely into our physi- 
cal makeup that, to compensate for 
the daily loss occasioned through per- 
spiration und so on, we must have 
salt or die. 

There are, of course, cases where 
un absolutely salt less diet has been 
temporarily prescribed for certain 
diseases, hut, on the whole, tile scien- 
tific rule is tiiat liiiiuuii life is impos- 
sible without salt. 

In practice, however, a good muny 
savage races of mankind do live with- 
out suit, uud even Europeans, forced 
through some particular circuiustances 
to do without it, have managed to live. 
In reality, they have ail (lie time been 
taking salt, not consciously as u sep- 
I urate article of diet, hut in other 
forms contained In their food. 


Ozone Many Time# Stronger Than 
Many of the Agents That Are 
in Common Uee. 

Ozone is a powerful bactericidal 
agent, and can be used ns a disin- 
fectant in place of sulphur dioxide, 
formaldehyde or hydrocyanic acid. In 
fact, it is 100 times as poweful a dis- 
infectant as sulphur dioxide, 37 times 
as formuldeiiyde, und nearly twice as 
powerful as hydrocyuulc acid gas, 
writes Floyd W. Parsons in the 
World’s Work. As a deodorant it has 
no superior. In the case of delicate 
odors, it destroys them, while with 
stronger odors It nets as a masking 
agent, due to its action on the olfac- 
tory membrane. When high concen- 
trations of ozone are used, even the 
most powerfull odors are destroyed. 

As to the effect of low concentra- 
tions of ozone on the human body, 
there Is considerable evidence coming 
to hand which indicates that the 
ozone is not only hurmless, but that 
Its effect on the individual is bene- 
ficial. Medical research lias devel- 
oped the fact that when obectionable 
odors are present in the air people 
breathe, their respiration is depressed 
and the result is a deficient oxida- 
tion of the blood. Therefore, whether 
ozone really masks an odor or com- 
pletely destroys it, the effect is 
healthful because the Individual 
breathes more freely and fully. In 
other words, when bad odors are pres- 
et^ in the air, there is an involun- 
tary contraction of respiration, of 
which bodily renetlon the individual 
Is entirely unconscious. 


RED HAIR IN MEN AND WOMEN 


Altogether Charming on the Fair Sex, 
Says Writer, but Seldom on 
the Sterner. 

An English writer has recorded the 
following observations about red hair: 

“With apologies to any male friends 
of mine (I cannot remember many) who 
may have been entitled to the name 
of Rufus, I am hound to say that I 
never knew any man who would not 
have looked better with hair of any 
other color,” says Prof. Saintsburg in 
“A Scrap Book.” 

"On the other hand, red hair in girls 
and women is often — I think much 
more often than not — perfectly charm- 
ing. Brick-dust red, with no gloss, is 
ugly enough, no doubt; but then all 
hair — except a very peculiar kind of 
black — requires gloss. Every other 
shade, from the lightest nasturtium to 
the darkest auburn chestnut, can be 
beautiful. This Venice knew, and, long 
before it, the Greeks. The Romans did 
not like red huir, but the Romans were 
people of very doubtful taste in many 
points of esthetics.”

The naming of the common denizen 
of fresh water has been explained In 
more ways than one, and the reader 
may take Ids choice. One recognized 
authority contents himself with the 
statement that the name, as commonly 
applied to the fishes of the family Sllu- 
ridae, is an allusion to the long bar- 
bels or feelers about the mouth, which 
have been regurded as resembling the 
whiskers of a eat. This explanation 
is widely accepted, but the other au- 
thorities set forth a probable reason 
for tlie name in the statement that 
when a fish of this species is captured 
and brought to tlie surface it makes a 
sound like the purring of a eat. An- 
other offers both tlie barbels and the 
purring und throws in the added sug- 
gestion that the name was iniluenced 
by “some other fancied resemblance 
to a eat.”

It wus interesting going to see the 
gypsy dances while in Granada. Ruin 
hud caused the bullfight to be post- 
poned, so we drove in u horse cub 
out to the suburb where tlie tzlganes 
live in their caves curved in the rocky 
hillside. You get a guide and agree 
to pay the gypsies 50 pesetas. There 
are about eight women who dance 
and two men who play guitars. 

Some of tlie women dance well, bet- 
ter than most stage dancers, and all 
are experts at rattling the castanets. 
In the low-vaulted cave the clacking 
of eight pairs of custunets produces an 
overpowering rhythm that penetrates 
and pervades one’s whole conscious- 
ness, bringing realization of the 
strange, vivid, restless, eolorful gen- 
ius of the ancient gypsy race. 

But when a number Is finished and 
the dancers stop to rest they are 
merely gypsies again. They look at 
their guests inquiringly and make 
gestures of drinking. “They want 
you to buy them a bottle of wine," 
the guide explains. So you order a 
bottle sent in from the little bar next 
door (which is doubtless under tlie 
same management). Soon, however, 
they want another bottle. But you 
tell the guide that you have come to 
see them dance, not drink. He ex- 
plains It to the gypsies, and they 
lnugli and go on with the dancing. 

When the show Is over they want 
to tell your fortune, and then ull the 
neighboring gypsies. Hock in, carry- 
ing their bubles In their arms.

Explaining Mississippi's Flow.

If these were the only mean- 
ings of the words then It might he 
suld that the Mississippi river Hows 
up hill, for the polar radius of the 
earth is over twelve miles shorter than 
the equatorial radius and as the Mis- 
sissippi river extends over 18 degrees 
of latitude, Its proper proportion of 
this difference amounts to more than 
four miles, the river’s source being 
thut much nearer the center of the 
eurtli than its mouth.

RETAIN DRESS OF ANCESTORS 


Costumes in Yucatan Are Much the 
Same Now as They Were 
in the Long Ago. 

The modern Yucatan lulwrer has re- 
tained the dress of his ancestor, wear- 
ing crude sandals, white flaring 
trousers, a white jacket with a row of 
pockets along the bottom seam, and a 
colored apron wound around his hips 
and tucked in at the waist. The 
trousers are made of white duck, 
while cheaper trousers, work shirts 
and jackets are made from coarse, 
unbleached sheeting, locally known as 
‘‘manta eruda.” The apron contains 
a little more than a yard of cloth, and 
Is made of ticking. 

The working women wear white 
dresses made from such materials as 
bleached sheeting, cambric and long- 
cloth, and usually trimmed around the 
neck, armholes and bottom with 
stamped flowered strips which are 
made especially for this Unde. White 
drill and cotton are used for suitings 
for men's clothing, blue drill principal- 
ly for suits of railway employees, dock 
laborers and mechanics, and other 
articles for purposes similar to those 
of other countries. 

No statistics of the imports of cot- 
ton piecegoods are available, but local 
conditions tend to give it considerable 
importance and volume. The natives 
of Yucatan take particular pride in 
the neatness and cleanliness of their 
clothing, the extent to which this is 
carried out being dependent largely 
on the economic conditions prevailing 
In the state. 


CLING TO ANCIENT CUSTOMS 


NEWTON CATHOLIC CLUB

Gypsies Today Rigidly Observe the 
“Laws” That Have Been Their 
Guidance for Centuries. 

The gypsies of Great Britain have 
some very peculiar customs, which 
are very rigidly observed. 

No gypsy regards the dog as other 
than an unclean servant. One of them 
licking a frying pan, the utensil was 
straightway put into the embers to 
burn away the evil. Another, more 
strict, drove a stake through the bot- 
tom of u bucket from which his dog 
had lapped a drink. 

There is no gainsaying the true 
gypsy’s regard for these ancient cus- 
toms. He is terrified at the slightest 
departure from proper methods and 
precautions. His women must not 
act in the slack manner of the gajos 
around them. An engaged girl, for in- 
stance, must sit outside the camp 
circle when suitors are announced 
She is not in the market, and other 
girls are. 

The love story of a gypsy is a public 
affair — that is according to custom, 
not to any fear of moral lapse. It 
seems rather odd that with all these 
laws the gypsies should not regard t he 
church marriage with great favor. 
They look upon such as merely u 
whim — and the strictly orthodox have 
a great objection to going into the 
presence of corpses. 


COMPANY UPHELD 


The action of the Middlesex and 
Boston Street Railway Company in 
discharging Motormnn William F. 
Rowse has been upheld by the Ar- 
bitrator to whom the matter had been 
submitted. The Employees’ Associa- 
tion took the ground that even if the 
employee had violated a rule of the 
Company, the matter of the penalty 
to be inflicted was subject to arbitra- 
tion. Mr. Wilford D. Gray finds for 
the Company and says in part: — 

"It further appears from Rowse’s 
own evidence that notwithstanding 
the fact that he was broken in as a 
motorman in the same manner as 
other employees of the Company, and 
notwithstanding his previous experi- 
ence in tho operation of cars as a 
motorman, he nevertheless felt incom- 
petent tc operate a car. Yet con- 
scious of his inability to do the work 
he voluntarily accepted the duty of 
operating the car on the day of the 
accident without, at any time, making 
known to the Company his feeling of 
incompetence. It also appeared that 
in the month of August preceding the 
accident, he had been suspended for 
running by red lights at a turnout, 
and that in September preceding the 
accident, his car had again run by a 
red light under circumstances that 
made It appear doubtful whether the 
responsibility was on him or the 
conductor of the other car. Taking 
all these circumstances into considera- 
tion, it would seem that Rowse’s in- 
ability properly to operate the car at 
the time of the accident was due to 
natural or temperamental unfitness 
for the job, rather than to any want 
of proper training. After the accident, 
the representative of t lie association 
requested that he be put hack to work 
as a conductor only, which is entirely 
consistent witli the conclusion just 
mentioned. It is, however, necessary, 
in the economical and proper oper- 
ation of the company's lines, that one- 
man cars he used, and that conductors 
he qualified to operate such cars, 
and there appears to be no reason why 
such an exception should be made in 
Rowse’s case. Having in mind the 
consequences likely to happen to the 
company’s property and, more partic- 
ularly, to the safety of the public, 
from the operation of its cars by one 
who, after the usual training and ex- 
perience believes himself to lie incom- 
petent, who admits that he dislikes to 
operate as a motorman, and who, on 
all the evidence, seems to he naturally 
unsuited to the duties of motorman, it 
would be manifestly improper to re- 
quire the Company again to intrust its 
cars to Rowse’s management. There 
are no extenuating circumstances 
sufficient to justify the Committee in 
changing the penalty of discharge im- 
posed by the Company. These find- 
ings render it unnecessary to make a 
decision on the first question, as to 
whether the Association has a right to 
arbitrate the penalty.”

They lighted 
the candles of the choristers in the 
stalls, who passed the light along to 
their neighbors and then the wise 
men lighted the candles of the per- 
sons at the ends of the pews, who 
also passed the light along, symboli- 
cal of the receiving and imparting the 
light of the spirit. 

The congregation then filed out into 
night, each endeavoring to carry the 
lighted candle as far as possible.

WOMAN’S ASSOCIATION 


Group Three of the Woman’s Asso- 
ciation of Central Church met on 
Wednesday with Mrs. Irving O.

The meeting was preceded by 
musical selections by Mrs. Peyson 
Allen. 

Mrs. Lichliter continued the study 
of "Roadside Altars,” speaking on the 
subject of "The Threshing Floor at 
Ophrah.” 

Mrs. Palmer then spoke of The 
Child as America’s greatest asset. She 
showed how child study has increased 
in the last few years, and said that 
the solution of our social and inter- 
national problems lies with the youth 
of to-day. The ideals and habits of 
the adult are formed in youth. 

It was when the different clubs of 
boys and girls were formed for the 
stimulation of agriculture during the 
war that much was accomplished. 

We are realizing increasingly that 
motherhood means the care of all 
children — not alone those of our own 
families. No higher title can be given 
than "Mothers of Men.” It was the 
boy’s mother that kept so many young 
men straight during the war. 

Following Mrs. Palmer, Mrs. Moore 
sang a group of lullabies, Mrs. Pey- 
son Allen accompanying her on the 
piano. 

Mrs. P. E. Woodward then spoke of 
the health of the child and particu- 
larly of the value of the work of Miss 
Bragg and her assistants here in New- 
ton. Her special emphasis was upon 
young children under a year. One in 
every ten of such children die in the 
United States. In New Zealand the 
rate is one in every twenty. Widows’ 
pensions and money paid to those who 
will take care of a motherless child 
are efforts in the right direction. 

Mrs. Edward K. Titus dealt with the 
need of more and better schools, 
pointing out that in educational mat- 
ters the United States stands ninth 
among the nations of the world, and 
that there are still 7,000,000 who can 
neither read nor write. 

She touched upon the rural prob- 
lems, the problem of the foreign child, 
and the problem of the deficient child. 
She also called attention to the rela- 
tion of the community to the teachers 
in its midst. 

To Mrs. Harold T. Sherinan was left 
the problem of the child’s play. She 
pointed out how important this phase

They slept in their machine, ami pre- 
pared all their own food on the road, 
carrying with them a complete kit- 
chen packed in a box on the running 
board. The "Travelers” were loud- 
ly cheered by the girls at the end 
of the talk.

DEATH OF COL. HASKELL 


DIED 

KEITH — In Newton Highlands. Jan. 
9. Merritt S. Keith, aged 73 years. 
Services at the residence of his 
daughter, Mrs. H. C. Merriam, 35 
Canterbury road. Newton High- 
lands, Friday, Jan. 11, at 2 P. M. 


Col. Edward H. Haskell of Newton 
Centre, prominent in business, politi- 
cal and charitable enterprises of New 
England, and in the aid of Baptist 
missionary work, died suddenly on 
Monday in Pasadena, Calif., from 
pneumonia. 

He went to the Pacific coast early 
in December, starting shortly after 
the dedication of the $150,000 nurses’ 
home he presented to the New Eng- 
land Baptist Hospital, and had 
planned to spend the winter in Pasa- 
dena. His wife and oldest daughter, 
Marion, left for Pasadena on Dec. 26 
and were with him when he died. 

Col. Haskell was born in Glouces- 
ter, Mass., Oct. 5, 1845. His father 
was William H. Haskell, who married 
Mary Smith of Litchfield. Me., and 
both his parents came from good co- 
lonial stock. 

His preliminary education was in 
the common and high schools of 
Gloucester. In 1859 he entered the 
office of the Gloucester Telegraph, and 
on Sept. 28, 1861, he enlisted in Com- 
pany C. 23rd Massachusets Regiment, 
Massachusetts Volunteers. In the De- 
cember following he was ordered to 
r special duty with the signal corps of 
I the Burnside expedition and was 
slightly wounded at Newbern. S. C. 
j In 1862 he was ordered to the Army 
of the Potomac and was soon trans- 
ferred to the command of General 
Pope and participated in the engage- 
ments of Cedar Mountain. Kelley’s 
Ford. Rappahannock Station. Manas- 
sas Junction and Bull Run. From 
September, 1862, to August. 1863, he 
was an instructor in the signal corps 
at Georgetown. D. C. While there he 
was assigned to special duty to the 
War Department and was brought 
frequently into contact with Presi- 
dent Lincoln and the leading mem- 
bers of his cabinet, in the meantime 
also participating in the campaign at 
Antietam. He was ordered to special 
duty with General Burnside in the 
East Tennessee campaign of the fol- 
lowing winter, and in June, 1S64. wa 3 
assigned to duty with General Scho- 
field in the memorable campaign of 
General Sherman. He was honorably 
discharged in October, 1S64. 

Upon his return to civil life Colonel 
Haskell re-entered the office of the 
Gloucester Telegraph to continue his 
journalistic work. After two years of 
this service he was compelled to give

There has been some coasting this 
Winter and no doubt there will lie a 
groat deal more. In coasting tho 
presence of automobiles adds an ele- 
ment of danger, which, however, 
youngsters are disposed to ignore. 
This, of course, applies to coasting on 
public streets, which is the only place 
available to many. What we shall 
have to say must deal with street 
coasts, for those were the best, we ever 
knew. We coasted with never a 
thought of an automobile (there were 
none) or any other kind of vehicle, 
or individual or of our own personal 
safety. That, wo believe is the only 
mental state in which one may en- 
joy a perfect coast. “Who cares?” is 
the one phrase expressive of the spir- 
it of Winter sports — otherwise 
there’s nothing sporting about it. 
Still wo will admit that there is an 
age limit at which one must restrain 
himself from flopping on a sled or even 
joining a crowd on a double-runner. 
The glimpse's of coasters we have had 
this Winter has stirred us with an 
appetite for one good slide. We like 
to look back to the days when the 
double-runner was loaded at the head 
of Church street, within a few feet 
of Waverley avenue, and there be- 
gan its thrilling descent. At the cor- 
ner of Park street (Kenrick Park) 
there was always an instant of peril. 
Here was a swing to one side that 
brought excitement to every one. in- 
spiring a chorus of shrieks. If the 
coast was in ideal condition there were 
deep ruts and the curve could be 
taken in safety. Yet there was sport 
in it to the end and tho end was ps- 
ually not far from the line which di- 
vides Farlow Park and the Eliot 
Church grounds. We can remember 
and always shall that coast as the 
best ever and we only hope young- 
sters today get as much out of it. 
To return to tho question. “How 
young should one be to indulge in 
coasting?” We should like to hear 
the opinions of others. For our own 
part we are prone to caution. We re- 
call a spill we experienced while 
coasting a few years ago and which 
reminded us we were no longer in the 
ujvenile class. And we further re- 
call a sympathetic State House watch- 
man. who, upon learning the reason 
for our limp and the accompanying 
cane, said, "I’m sorry you were tossed 
from the sled, sir, hut some of us are 
getting too old for those tilings.” Then, 
fearing he had hit upon a sensitive 
subject and hurt our feelings, he add- 
ed, “But you carry that cane very nice- 
ly, sir.” 


think that of all the sights of a Win- 
ter’s storm nothing Is more reassur- 
ing, more filled with a sense of secur- 
ity nnd more capable of making one 
grateful for a warm shelter than the 
city luborer nnd his horse and snow- 
ploy. How often have we seen a big, 
heavy, well-shod and well-fed horso 
bravely plunging through the drifts 
with a sturdy, careful and conscien- 
tious driver holding in one hand the 
rains and with the other guiding the 
plow'. We have always felt both grate- 
ful to and proud of these men who 
were willing to face the storm to make 
the paths for the rest of us. No one 
can tell us, no, not even the Finance 
Committee of the Board of Aldermen, 
that these men are well paid for such 
service. We believe that It requires 
a quality that cannot he measured by 
figures in a municipal budget to. do 
this kind of labor. We know for a fact 
that one of the aristocrats who, some 
years ago, sat in the halls of the Mas- 
sachusetts Legislature, learned his les- 
son from these men. He said so him- 
self. He was idly gazing out of the 
window of the fashionable clubhouse 
where he spent his leisure time when 
his eyes rested upon a group of street 
laborers battling with the snowdrifts. 
The sight changed his whole attitude 
toward all labor legislation and 
thereafter his eloquence — and it 
was eloquence indeed — was given to 
the cause of the humblest of cit£ em- 
ployes.

health, and entered mercantile life. 
He became interested in the paper 
trade In 1875 and soon laid the foun- 
dation of his present successful busi- 
ness. As treasurer he assisted in the 
organization of the Rumford Falls Pa- 
per Company. He also, later on, be- 
came actively interested in the or- 
ganization of the Great Northern Pa- 
per Company, and was the president 
of the largest and most successful 
mills of the world. He was president 
of the Boston Paper Trade Association 
for three years, and was twice elected 
vice-president of the Boston Associ- 
ated Board of Trade. 

In 1877 he was elected to the House 
of Representatives from Gloucester, 
and in 1880 he was appointed assist- 
ant adjutant general on the staff of 
Governor Long and served in that ca- 
pacity for three years. Colonel Has- 
kell was elected secretary of the Re- 
publican State Committee in 1879 and 
served for five years. 

In 1880 and 1884 he was elected a 
delegate to the National Republican 
Convention in Chicago, and served as 
secretary of the National Convention 
of 1880. He was elected executive 
councillor in 1882 and served in the 
council of Governor Butler. Two years 
later he was senior member of the 
executive council of Governor Robin- 
son. He served on the staff of the 
commander-in-chief of the Grand 
Army in 1S90 and in 1894, and was a 
member of the hoard of trustees of 
the Soldiers’ Home. 

During the G. A. R. encampment in 
1904, Col. Haskell was elected presi- 
dent of the United States Veteran Sig- 
nal Corps Association. He was pres- 
ident of the Ministers’ and Mission- 
aries’ Benefit board of Northern Bap- 
tists. 

His interest in missionary work 
was further evinced in 1919, when he 
presented a modern gymnasium to the 
Shanghai Baptist College and Theo- 
logical Seminary. He was director of 
the American School for Girls at Con- 
stantinople and made three trips to 
that city during the last two years, in 
connection with the erection of a new 
hospital for the school. 

Besides the offices already men- 
tioned, iTe was president of the Ameri- 
can Rotary Power Company, a di- 
rector of the Great Northern Paper 
Company, vice-president of the Home 
Market Club, an officer of the North- 
ern Baptist Convention, chairman of 
the trustees of the Baptist Social 
Union, president of the Press Paper 
Trade Association, vice president of 
the Boston Associated Boards of 
Trade, and president of the Essex 
Club of Massachusetts, Hastings Lum- 
ber Company, and the Haskell-Dawes 
Machine Company. He was a mem- 
ber of Charles Ward Post, G. A. It. 

Besides his widow, who before mar- 
riage was Hattie J. Munsey, and his 
daughter, Miss Marion R. Haskell, he 
is survived by another daughter,, Miss 
Edith J.: a son, Edward A. Haskell of 
Weymouth, and a brother, Charles A.

It wns the Club Editor’s good for- 
tune in the course of her summer 
wnnderings to visit the club house of 
the New Century Club at Utica, N. Y., 
which is a brick structure that had 
formerly been a private dwelling upon 
the main thoroughfare of the city. 
MotoristB passing through the city 
may have seen the words, "New Cen- 
tury Club’’ painted upon the roadway 
at the trolley stop opposite it. The 
club was organized thirty years ago, 
and after occupying for two years 
quarters first in an apartment, and 
then, in a small hired house, pur- 
chased the fine old mansion, which has 
been its home ever since. As the sub- 
ject of club houses is much in the 
minds of Newton women, they may be 
interested in the way this club secured 
its home. Its year book states that 
the property was covered by a trust 
deed, and was paid for by the issue of 
bonds to the amount of $16,000, most 
of which were purchased by mem- 
bers of the club. The house stands 
upon a corner, and at the time of pur- 
chase had a vacant lot in the rear, 
upon which has since been erected an 
addition containing on the ground 
floor a banquet room, with a large 
Auditorium seating 600 persons 
above. This addition was made pos- 
sible by a second issue of bonds to 
the amount of $16,000, purchased by 
members, and by friends of the club 
who were interested to have in Utica a 
good small auditorium for concerts, 
lectures, and receptions. Rentals from 
these rooms have brought in consid- 
erable income and through gifts, etc., 
the indebtedness has been reduced by 
$24,120, while the interest of four per 
cent has been paid regularly. The 
large rooms are used for the weekly 
club meetings, while in the main house 
there is a library, offices for the presi- 
dent, for the treasurer, a number of 
class rooms, an da few available to be 
occupied by club members from out of 
town. In the basement the janitor and 
family have an apartment. One can- 
not always judge accurately from 
reading a treasurer’s report, but from 
a recent one it appears that the ren- 
tals, including that from the club it- 
self, more than covered the expense of 
running it. The property has greatly 
increased i nvalue and the Club Ed- 
itor was told that there is talk of sell- 
ing and building in a less valuable lo- 
cation. In that case the club might 
omit a large auditorium and have only 
rooms for officers, classes, etc., de- 
pending upon some large hall in the 
city, of which there are now a good 
many, for its larger meetings. The 
club itself is an interesting one and 
its method of procedure quite differ- 
ent, in many ways, from those about 
here. Some other time, perhaps, there 
will be space to tell of that side of the 
club.

THE JAPANESE EARTHQUAKE 

Interesting Story by Capt. Warren J. Clear, a Newton 
Young Man, who Is an Attache to the 
American Embassy, at Tokyo 


The Following; story gives a side- 
light on the great Japanese earth- 
quake of last September and what 
American Relief measures were set 
in motion. It Is written by Capt. 
Warren J. Clear, a Newton young 
man, and who is an attache to the 
American Embassy, at Tokyo, Japan. 

When the earth heaves and opens 
and mountains slide into the engulf- 
jvg ocean, when seas ot' flame borne 
riigli on the thundering wings of a 
typhoon sweep away great cities and 
a quarter of a million die in the brief 
space of twenty-four red hours of 
terror, the finite comprehension of 
the survivor is mercifully unable to 
grasp the horror of it all and the re- 
luctant memory retains only blurred 

?nd fragmentary impressions of the 
rageriy that filled the day. Some of 
the world’s ablest writers and news- 
papermen were in Tokyo that first 
day of September; their professional 
instincts told them that here was the 
opportunity that comes once to every 
man, the one great chance to win 
Jame and fortune in his chosen field; 
the opportunity that John T. McCut- 
£heon saw and seized when he filed 
the Bible at Hong-kong to hold the 
cable while he wrote his story of the 
Battle of Manila Bay. 

Here was the story and the eyes of 
the world waiting for it. a story 
throbbing with human interest which 
might be heightened by its writer’s 
description of his own emotions, his 
bwn escape from death, his efforts to 
compel a terror-stricken telegraph 
operator to stay for one more minute 
and pound a key with the wracked 
walls falling and the roof burning 
over-head, the mad race with the 
flames and hurricane over yawning 
chasms that once were roads to get 
the story of stories to the outside 
world. But the classic was never 
written. 

Sixty-eight died in the Massacre of 
the Well at Cawnpore and the world 
shudders at mention of it. A couple 
of hundred perish miserably in the 
Black Hole of Calcutta and all the 
superlatives in the language are ex- 
hausted in an effort to fittingly des- 
cribe the tragedy. Then comes Sep- 
tember 1st, 1923, and three hundred 
thousand perish in a day. Forty 
thousand human beings are roasted 
alive in one small space of ten acres 
Jrnown as the Hon jo Military Depot, in 
west Tokyo. Matheson, of the Chicago 
Tribune risks his life to reach the 
scene of this horror of horrors. So 
do Parry of the International News 
Service, DuBose of the United Press 
and Carton of the London Times. They 
see ten acres piled twenty feet deep 
With the charred bodies of forty 
thousand men, women and children, 
burned alive after suffering indescrib- 
able mental and physical agony, and 


they turn away, sickened and ap- 
palled. The man who wishes to write 
the story of the Massacre of the Well 
is confronted with an easy task. He 
can buy, in Cawnpore, a picture of 
the Well, its curb surmounted by an 
angel holding palms in its arms, a 
touching statue which the Italian 
sculptor, Marochetti, dedicated to the 
victims of a slaughter without par- 
allel in the history of colonial con- 
quests. He can point to the Well and 
say, “Here was tragedy. Here was 
hoiror and agony unspeakable." But 
what shall these newspaper men say 
who stand in the center of fifty thous- 
and square miles of desolation, in the 
center of a devastated area compris- 
ing seven prefectures, five great cities 
and thirty counties with a population 
of six million; who have seen hun- 
dreds of thousands of men, women and 
children killed and maimed and now 
stand before the reeking mountain of 
blackened flesh and bone built with 
the bodies of the forty thousand who 
died the most awful death it is given 
man to die. 

At 11:56 A. M., Sept. 1st Tokyo, the 
largest city in the world in extent of 
area and the Capital of the Empire, 
was a teeming metropolis with a pop- 
ulation of approximately three million. 
Yokohama, eighteen miles distant, had 
a population of 500,000 and with its 
improved harbor facilities, new docks, 
break-waters and ware-houses was 
one of the great sea-ports of the 
world. 

At 11:57 A. M., the first great shock 
occurred. It was as if the foundations 
of the earth had been struck a swing- 
ing blow by a Titan’s hammer. The 
ground at Yokohama dropped verti- 
cally for three feet, plunging, writhing 
and splitting as it sank. Great chasms, 
rippling like a series of waves, 
yawned and closed and opened again, 
making it impossible for any struc- 
ture to stand intact. At the first 
smash of the quake the city fell. The 
big stone and brick office buildings in 
Yamashita-clio crashed and choked 
the streets; the Bund was ripped open 
its entire length and the great con- 
crete sea-wall swung back and forth, 
finally falling into the sea. The har- 
bor waters were lashed into fury and 
wave after wave swept over the shat- 
tered Bund. Many of the steamers 
in the harbor vibrated so violently 
that their decks and plates were torn 
loose and the Empress of Australia, 
a 20,000 liner was lifted six feet and 
dropped so heavily that it was feared 
the shock might break her back. 

At 11:58 a. m., with the exception 
of five twisted skeletons, not a build- 
ing was left standing in Yokohama, a 
city as large as San Francisco. To 
those on the steamers in the bay it 
seemed as if the city rested on a 
carpet that was being shaken by some

CENTRAL CHURCH MEETS 


Turkey Supper Precedes the Annual Business Meeting 


The Annual meeting of Central 
Church was held Friday evening, and 
the big dining room was filled by the 
company that gathered to enjoy an 
excellent turkey supper, and listen to 
the reports of the year’s activities. 
The annual report of the clerk, Mr. 
Wallace C. Boyden, Is always a feature 
of these events. Mr. Boyden has been 
called a model church clerk and he 
deserves that distinction. His story 
of the church enterprises for a year 
is always delightfully written, and It 
expresses just appreciation of all the 
effort and sacrifice which modern 
church work brings out. The clerk’s 
report showed that the total member- 
ship is now 617, a net gain of 10 for 
the year. Mr. Boyden also read re- 
ports from the various societies con- 
nected with the church, showing 
marked activity in all these lines. 

The treasurer’s report showed total 
expenses for church maintenance for 
1923 to have been $15,765. The bene- 
volent contributions were $8,503. The 
total of benevolence contributions, in- 
cluding everything given by all the 
organizations was $10,990. The report 
of the woman’s association showed 
that $2,763 was made at the associa- 
tion’s recent fair. The association 
now has on hand a balance fo $2,402. 
This annual event usually closes with 
a brief address by the pastor, and Mr. 
Lichliter's remarks on this occasion 
were as usual heard with great inter- 
est. He spoke particularly of the 
work among the young people, and 


felt that very encouraging results had 
been secured from the Christian En- 
deavor Society. The young people 
have shown great interest In arrang- 
ing a list of subjects for discussion 
that deal with the problem's they have 
to meet In their own lives. Mr. Lich- 
liter referred to the difficulties that 
attach to young people’s work In a 
community like Newrtonville, where 
almost all these young folks go on to 
colleges and other educational Insti- 
tutions after leaving the Newton 
schools, so that there is very little ma- 
terial left above a certain age for par- 
ticipation in young people’s work. 
The pastor closed with a message of 
encouragement urging people to keep 
on striving even though the results 
were not always all they had hoped.

West Newton 
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OVERCOME BY GAS 


The police were called last week, 
Thursday evening, to the home of 
Mrs. Donata Salvucci, 22, of 27 Lin- 
coln road, Newton, to take Mrs. Sal- 
vucci to the Newton Hospital as a re- 
sult of gas poisoning. 

Angelina Cardarelli, 13, of 25 Lin- 
coln road, who had Mrs. Salvucci’s 
baby son out during the afternoon, 
returned shortly after G and found 
Mrs. Salvucci lying on the floor, over- 
come by gas fumes which filled the 
room. She immediately called her 
father, who called the police. 

The woman was taken to the hospi- 
tal, where she is in a serious condi- 
tion. Police officers found a gas jet 
turned on full in the room in which 
the woman was lying. 


giant hand. then, with a roar that 
was heard ten miles away the hun- 
dreds of large buildings fell, burying 
thousands in their ruins. As at San 
Francisco in 190(5 fire came at once. 
It leaped sky-ward from a hundred 
places, from beyond the Bluff all 
around the bay to the big dock-yards 
situated north-east of Yokohama 
where the gigantic oil-tanks of the 
fortified naval base at Yokosuka ex- 
ploded one after another, flinging 
their burning oil out over the waters 
of the bay, threatening the disabled 
steamers with destruction and cutting 
off another avenue of esenpe for the 
thousands of doomed wretches ashore. 
Many, both foreigners and Japanese, 
thought that the earth was disinte- 
grating and that the end of the world 
was at hand. 

Yokohama Park, the only place 
where those who escaped death in the 
falling buildings could go to escape 
death from the flames that came 
sweeping in all directions, was flooded 
by water from the broken mains and 
this fact saved the lives of at least 
ten thousand people. These, hemmed 
in by the flames, lay in the water 
and covered their faces with mud. 
Thus, tho suffering the torment of the 
damned for eight hours from the 
heat and smoke, they escaped inciner- 
ation. In some parts of the city thous- 
ands died from apparent gassing. Cut 
off from all means of escape they 
knelt in prayer, clinging to stones or 
trees or the rails of the street-car 
tracks as the ground rocked and split. 
They died suddenly in all kinds of 
attitudes, some climbing banks, some 
stretching arms to heaven; some with 
faces covered with their hands, or 
with arms held protectingly to the 
last around wives or babes. 

The United States Naval Hospital, a 
fine two-story brick structure on the 
Bluff, collapsed at the first shock. 
Commander R. Webb. U. S. N., Com- 
mandant of the Hospital, made a dash 
for the door but tripped and fell as 
he reached it. This accidental mis- 
hap saved his life for at that moment 
the second story fell in. burying the 
entrance under tons of brick and 
slate and breaking three of the offi- 
cer’s ribs. The door-frame, miracul- 
ously standing intact under the enor- 
mous weight of wreckage shielded his 
head from the debris and saved him 
from further injury. Pinned down by 
heavy timbers lie was dragged out of 
the ruins just as the flames reached 
the Hospital and was later lowered 
over the harbor side of the Bluff to 
safety by means of a rope sling. Three 
enlisted men of the Navy, on duty in 
the building at the time, were instant- 
ly killed. 

The dilapidated American Consulate, 
probably the most disreputable office 
building in the Orient and the shame 
of all Americans who visited it, went 
down like a house of cards, burying 
Consul-General and Mrs. M. Kirjassof 
and Vice-Consul F. W. Nason. Kir- 
jassof and Nason finally extricated 
themselves and endeavored to locate 
Mrs. Kirjassof in the ruins but finally 
gave her up as dead. Mad with grief 
Kirjassof rushed off to get assistance 
for a last attempt to recover her body 
and Nason, taking the two Kirjassof 


children and Miss Mary Martin, daugh- 
ter cf Capt. John Martin. Class of 
1888, U. S. N., sought shelter in the 
Park, only two hundred yards nway. 
Unable to find assistance Kirjassof re- 
turned to the Consulate Just ns his 
wife, who had boon stunned by a 
falling beam, crawled out of the 
wreckage. Accompanied by a Japa- 
nese secretary the Kirjnssofs fled to- 
ward the Bund ns the rond to the 
Park was now cut off by the flames. 
By thl<» time, however, the Bund was 
also burning. Mrs. Kirjassof, in very 
delicate health, collapsed, and the two 
men attempted to c'arrv her. Seeing 
the struggle hopeless Kirjassof or- 
dered the Japanese to run while he 
himself remained with his wife. The 
Japanese, wrapping his jacket about 
his head made a blind dash thru the 
smoke and flame and finally fell over 
the sea-wall into the water where he 
clung to a piling for twelve hours and 
was finally rescued. The bodies of 
Consul-General Kirjassof and his wife 
were later found at tho spot where the 
Japanese bade them farewell. 

The Grand Hotel, one of the most 
famous caravansaries of the world, is 
today a pile of rubble under which 
the bodies of one hundred and forty 
tourists lie buried. To many an Amer- 
ican Army and Naval officer the name 
of the old hostelry conjures up fond 
memories of delightful good times. 
When the U. S. Asiatic Fleet came 
into Yokohama Bay the Grand Hotel 
always managed to see that the offi- 
cers had the best of eevrythlng in the 
house. It threw the doors of hospi- 
tality wide open for the men in the 
Service and standing in the door-way. 
ever eager to welcome old friends, was 
its proprietor, the genial Capt. Mitchell 
McDonald, retired Paymaster, U. S. 
Navy. 

“Pay.’* as he was affectionately 
known by the foreign community here, 
first came to Japan many years ago — 
more years than we should like to 
hazard. A quarter of a century ago 
he was a familiar figure in the streets 
of Yokohama. During the World War 
he went back to active duty in the 
Navy but as soon as the Armistice 
was signed hurried back to liis old 
love. Japan. Not many knew of a 
beautiful attachment which existed be- 
tween Captain McDonald and Lafcadio 
, Hearn, that quaint figure never to be 
• forgotten by the Japanese nation. 

! There is something irresistably yearn- 
ing about that friendship ns it is re- 
I called in the following lines of the 
i New York Herald, especially as both 
are now dead: 

I "When the Grand Hotel at Yoko- 
hama dissolved into ruins and dust 
on Saturday. September 1. it killed its 
‘ owner. Captain Mitchell McDonald, 
late paymaster in the United States 
j Navy, friend of all Americans travel- 
ling in the Orient, and above all, the 
cherished confidant and adviser of 
that strange recluse, that tragic seek- 
er after hidden beauty, Lafcadio 
Hearn. 

! If ever the old saw which teaches 
that truth is stronger than fiction 
were justified it would be in the nar- 
rative of the friendship between this 
stalwart, generous man of the world 
— the bluff and hearty McDonald, rep- 
resentative of the outstanding virtues 
that Americans most admire — and the 
shrinking Lafcadio. son of an Irish 
father and a Greek mother. It was 
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a friendship thnt survived Hearn’s 
death and manifested Itself in kindness 
to his widow and to his children. 

It was to McDonald, as "Hearn’s 
first and last friend in Japan" that 
Yone Noguchi dedicated his memoir 
of Hearn. A biographer describes him 
ns "the only person ever able to draw 
Hearn forth.” "Above the table,” 
Hearn wrote, in one of his personal 
letters, "there is the portrait of a 
young American naval officer In uni- 
form — he is not so young now — thnt 
is a very dear picture.” In another 
letter he writes to McDonald himself: 
"Do you know we talked uninterrup- 
tedly the other dny for ten hours?” 
And this was the man who denied him- 
self. as his wife records, oven to cele- 
brities bringing tribute, who hated the 
Grand Hotel almost ns much as he 
hated the city of New York, ana who 
loathed with nil his soul that modern 
civilization in which McDonald navi- 
gated so buoyantly and successfully. 

The curtain lifts for a moment and 
romance walks across the stage, and 
friendship after the grand manner. 
What wouldn’t Conrad make of tho 
life of Mitchell McDonnld? What 
wouldn’t one give for the record of 
that ten-hour conversation? But Mc- 
Donald’s ashes are under tho wreck- 
age of his Grand Hotel. Hearn’s were 
long ago scattered to the winds, and 
tho curtain falls again. 

Seventy-five years young, "Pay” Mc- 
Donnld had proved himself a loyal and 
sympathetic friend, a man gifted with 
a keen sense of humor and a deep ap- 
preciation of anything that was fine 
and noble. He went out as his Navy 
would have had him go, true to the 
splendid traditions of the sea. Safely 
clear of the tottering hotel he heard 
a woman’s cry for aid and disregard- 
ing the admonitions of a friend re- 
entered the structure just as the walls 
fell. He was never seen again. 

The story of Yokohama is the story 
of Tokyo. Shock after shock, shatter- 
ing and terrifying. Then fire and ty- 
phoon. Sixty-five square miles of the 
city a holocaust. The quick-witted 
escaping from crashing buildings only 
to i)o electrocuted by falling electric- 
wires or later trapped by the flames. 
On the Ginza, one of the world's great 
shopping streets, the blackened, tor- 
tured skeletons of steel office-buildings 
show elevators, caught between floors 
by the first shock filled with the 
charred bodies of their imprisoned 
passengers. The very blocks in the 
wood-paved avenues are charred to 
cinders so fearful was the heat of the 
conflagration. 

The American Embassy buildings, in 
the center of a spacious garden, were 
swept away by the fire that in some 
places leaped across open spaces half 
a mile in width. 

Soon after the destruction of the 
Embassy the staff assembled at the 
Imperial Hotel by direction of the 
Ambassador, who placed Lieut. Col. 
Charles Burnett, Cav., U. S. A., in 
charge of all matters pertaining to re- 
lief in Japan while the Ambassador 
communicated with the United States 
regarding relief for the stricken Japa- 
nese people. 

Colonel Burnett at once organized 
what came to be known as The Amer- 
| ican Relief Work, its personnel com- 
; posed of the military and naval at- 
i taches to the Embassy and a few ci- 
vilian volunteers. Major Philip R. 
Faymonville, U. S. A., was placed in 
I charge of the various branches of re- 
lief work. Captain Trueman M. Mar- 
tin. Tnf.. was ordered to organize a 
supply distributing bureau and he be- 
gan the issue of what meagre stores 
of food and clothing were on hand to 
t lie destitute foreigners of all nation- 
alities who flocked to tho Imperial Ho- 
tel as the one plnce of fefuge. This 
bureau, a few days later, received the 
tons of stores brought in by the Amer- 
ican destroyers and continued a sys- 
tematic distribution of food, clothing 
and bedding until the Inst foreign re- 
fugee had been taken enre of. Need- 
less to say the prompt and efficient 
work done hv the bureau prevented a 
great deal of hardship and suffering 
that otherwise would have been the 
lot of the hundreds of foreigners who 
suddenly found themselves without 
homes, food, clothing or medical sup- 
plies. 

Major E. F. Witsell, Inf., assisted 
by 2nd Lieut. T. M. Cranford. C. A. O.. 
conducted a Records and Intelligence 
Bureau that ascertained the 4 fate and 
whereabouts of every American in the 
devastated area and wired the names 
of killed, missing and injured to 
Washington. The names of those 
whose safety was established were 
also forwarded to the State Depart- 
ment. At the time it was impossible 
for individuals to send messages by 
wire or cable from Japan to the out- 
side world and the work ol' this bu- 
reau was greatly appreciated both by 
American refugees in Japan and their 
anxious relatives and friends in the 
United States. 

Another Infantry officer organized a 
Transportation Section which trans- 
ported seven hundred and twenty refu- 
gees of all nationalities and two hun- 
dred tons of baggage from Tokyo to 
Shibaura and Yokahama, at which 
points they were placed on board 
steamers bound for China and the 
United States. The Embassy lost all 
its transportation in the fire hut the 
Section borrowed trucks from the 
Japanese Army and automobiles from 
private owners and at once began tho 
work of getting foreign refugees and 
their belongings aboard out-going 
ships. Mr. Victor Wagoner and Mr. 
David Tait, former U. S. Army officers 
drove their cars all hours of the day 
and night for over two weeks and it 
was due largely to their mechanical 
skill that the few poor vehicles on 
hand were kept in running order. 
The Section went to work quickly — so 
quickly that its first car. sent to the 
Tsukuji docks in search of lighters 
blew out all four tires on the hot pave- 
ments that had been swept by fire a 
few hours before. The shattered con- 
dition of the roads, covered with un- 
mentionable debris of all kinds, tho 
tangled musHes of low-hanging trolley 
and telephone wires, the absence of ull 
lights ut night and the crowds of duzed 
Japanese refugees made automobile 
driving those first ten days in Sep- 
tember a nerve-wracking and un- 
forgetable experience in the lives of 
the men who had a share in it. 

In addition to transporting foreign 
refugees out of Tokyo the Transpor- 
tation Section arranged for their pas- 
sage on outgoing steamers, brought 
sick and injured living in outlying 
, districts into Tokyo for medical 


trontmont, rushed food and clothing 
to detached foreign communities, fur- 
nished enrB for the use of couriers 
and the Embassy Staff and upon tho 
arrival of the relief ships from 
America transported twelve hundred 
tons of supplies from the docks to 
the Americnn Relief Headquarters. 
It also procured tugs and lnunches 
for the transportation of refugees 
from tho docks to tho Americnn des- 
troyers lying five miles off shore and 
lighters for the transhipment of sup- 
plies from the destroyers and relief 
ships to the Tokyo docks. The pro- 
curing of these tugs and lighters at 
a time when all such cargo carriers 
were in such great demand was one 
of tiii> must important, as well as 
most difficult, phases of tho work of 
this Section. 

The Americnn Embassy was the 
only Embassy or Legntion in Tokyo 
to organize a transportation section 
and all foreigners, regardless of na- 
tionality, were taken care of by the 
American organization. 

When the U. S. destroyers arrived 
Major W. C. Crane. U. S. A., whose 
wife went thru a harrowing exper- 
ience in the streets of Yokohama dur- 
ing the quake, volunteered as Liaison 
Officer and Courier between the 
Americnn Relief Headquarters and 
the war-ships. He was assisted by 
Commander Zacharias and Lieuts. 
McCullom and Ryan of the Navy who 
also made several trips by bicycle 
and on foot between Yokohama and 
Tokyo while the roads were impass- 
able for automobiles and there was 
no telegraphic or telephonic com- 
munication between the Embassy and 
the destroyers. 

The first Americnn destroyer had 
no sooner dropped anchor than the 
U. S. Marines put in a welcome ap- 
pearance. Fifteen of them, under the 
command of Capt. W. B. Sullivan, im- 
mediately established a camp on the 
site of the burned Embassy and went 
to work with a will. They construc- 
ted field-ovens which supplied bread 
to the Embassy and foreign refugees, 
erected an automobile repair-shop 
where broken down trucks and cars 
were made to run again, established 
a first-nld stntlon, demolished the 
menacing walls and chimneys that 
stood above the ashes of the Em- 
bassy, and from their small number 
furnished guards, truck-drivers, car- 
penters, mechanicians and electri- 
cians. After watching in bewilder- 
ment eight Marines move ninety tons 
of supplies in six hours a Japanese 
policeman turned to the writer of this 
article and said: "What terrible men 
these are. I hope they do not become 
angry while 1 am here." Apparently 
appalled at the very thought of such 
an eventuality he moved off to a less 
dangerous locality. 

The story of the coming of our fleet 
to Japan is a source of pardonable 
pride to every American resident in 
Japan. The first news of the calamity 
to reach the fleet was received in 
Dairen at 10:00 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing. September 2nd. The flag-ship 
Huron, the Supply Ship Black Hawk 
and the 38th Destroyer Division were 
lying in the harbor under command 
of Capt. Stearns, Admiral Anderson 
being at Chefoo. The Chief of Staff 
Immediately issued orders for all 
ships to prepare to sail at once and 
notified the Admiral by wireless of 
his action. A destroyer was dispatch- 
ed at full speed to Yokohama with 
orders to keep the Admiral informed 
as to the extent of the disaster and 
the nature of such supplies as would 
he needed at once. The Admiral, on 
his own initiative, ordered the Black 
Hawk to Tsingtau to load supplies 
and wirelessed every naval supply 
ship In the Far East to do likewise, 
while our naval purchasing officers at 
Manila and Shanghai were authorized 
to purchase emergency supplies of 
food, medicine etc., in the local mar- 
kets. The 38th and 45th Destroyer 
Divisions got under way within 
twenty-four hours and the 45th Di- 
vision joined the flag-ship on the way 
to Yokohama. Our destroyers reached 
j Yokohama on the evening of the third, 
i having steaind at full speed from 
Dairen. Chefoo and Ching Wan Tao. 
passing thru most of the Japanese 
! Fleet enroute and showing their 
| sterns to the warships of four other 
j foreign powers that were also Yoko- 
hama bound. Great was the joy and 
pride of the homeless, begrimed 
Americans gathered ut the Imperial 
Hotel when a spick and span Naval 
Lieutenant, accompanied by two hus- 
ky gobs, entered the temporary Em- 
bassy office and reported to Colonel 
Burnett: "Sir. our ships are in.” For 
many hours these Americans had had 
to accept the charitable assurances of 
English, French and Italian friends 
; that English, French and Italian war- 
j ships, being the nearest to the scene 
of the catastrophe, would he the first 
i to arrive with succour for all. ‘His 
Majesty’s Ship Hawkins is coming in" 
was the oft-repeated greeting from 
our Anglo-Saxon brothers, and when 
the U. S. Naval Lieutenant put in an 
appearance a ponderous gentleman, 
bursting with pride, shouted: "’Ere’s 
an orfleer from the ’awkins." "Just 
go up and tell him so," cried a long- 
suffering New Yorker. 

Soon after the arrival of the first 
destroyers the Black Hawk, Bittern 
and other naval supply ships swung 
into Yokohama Bay loaded with thous- 
ands of tons of food, medlcul supplies, 
bedding, clothing and miscellaneous 
supplies. Admiral Anderson, without 
waiting for orders, had obligated his 
government for over two million dol- 
lars for supplies purchased and had 
directed t lie entire Asiatic Fleet to 
proceed to Tokyo without delay, 
knowing that under the circumstances 
the Navy Department and the Ameri- 
can people would unqualifiedly en- 
dorse his prompt action. 

Close in the wak of tho Navy came 
the Army Transport "Merritt," with 
the Commander in Chief of the Philip- 
pine Department. Major General 
George W. Read on hoard, loaded with 
eight hundred tons of food-stuffs, a 
complete field hospital, and twelve 
hundred tons of medical supplies. 
Then came the big transport, ’Meigh," 
from Manilla, with eighteen thousand 
tons of food, clothing, tents, cots, 
hlunkets, medical supplies for one 
hundred and fifty thousand peo- 
ple for (wo months, another com- 
plete field and evacuation hospital, 
and twenty-three doctors and nurses. 
On the 26th (he army transport 
"Somme" urrived from Sun Francisco 
with unother huso hospital, one hun- 
dred and four infirmurles complete, 
thirty-two hundred toils of medlcul 
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supplies, fifteen thousand tents of all 
sizes in addition to the hundreds of 
tons of hospital tentage, six thousand 
extra cots and two thousand tons of 
food. Brigadier General Frnnk R. Mc- 
Coy now took charge of the Army 
and Red Cross Relief and ordered the 
erection in Yokohama of a field hos- 
pital of five hundred beds, with extra 
tentage and equipment for the hand- 
ling of seven hundred and fifty pa- 
tients. Another base hospital equipped 
with one thousand beds was erected 
on the palace grounds of Trince 
Takamatsu. Each of the base hospi- 
tals contributed by the American Army 
cost one million dollars and each of 
the fourteen field hospitals cost forty 
thousand dollars. All these hospitals 
were erected by American Army per- 
sonnel and staffed with American 
Army doctors and nurses who re- 
mained on duty until the hospitals 
were formally turned over to the Jap- 
anese authorities. 

In all. the total amount of supplies 
contributed, by our Army was over 
six million dollars, by our Navy over 
two million dollars, and by the Amer- 
ican Red Cross over twelve million 
dollars. 

This article may throw some inter- 
esting side-lights on the earthquake 
'and the way in which the hand-ful of 
Americans in Tokyo, under the im- 
mediate supervision of Colonel Bur- 
nett, carried on during those first dnys 
when there was no Red Cross to fall 
back on and stout hearts and strong 
arms were so sorely needed — and so 
sorely tried. The tremendous work 
done by General McCoy and the offi- 
cers and .ien of the Philippine De- 
partment deserves a hook of praise. 
A mere resume of what they accomp- 
lished would take many pages. Their 
invasion of Japan — peaceful tho it was 
— gave the astonished Japanese some 
new ideas on American speed, organ- 
ization and resources. Our great mo- 
tor ambulances speeding thru the 
streets of Tokyo ten days after the 
cataclysm; the hundreds of thousands 
of tons of tentage, food, bedding, medi- 
cal supplies, sheet iron, lumber, tools, 
and equipment laid at their doors while 
the fires were still smouldering; the 
tens of thousands of Army and Navy 
issue shirts, blankets, and shoes and 
the hundreds of bales of underwear; 
the hundreds of dwelling houses un- 
loaded at the docks all ready for as- 
sembling; the motor-cars and trucks 
with their thousands of gallons of gas- 
oline and the huge hospitals with their 
equipment complete to the last band- 
age. all these have aroused many va- 
ried emotions in the Japanese breast. 
But the deepest, and undoubtedly the 
most long-lived, of these emotions is 
that of gratitude toward the great na- 
tion that gave to them so quickly and 
so well in the hour of need. When 
Ambassador Woods left for the United 
Sti tei immense throngs stormed 
Tokyo Station in the face of police 
batons and the clubbed rifles of the 
military to thank him for what Amer- 
ica had done for Japan. Thousands, 
with tears streaming down their fac- 
es. sobbed out their appreciation for 
what they had received. Someone lik- 
ened the demonstration to the welcome 
given President Wilson when the Ital- 
ians knelt in the streets of Rome and 
hailed him as the saving hope of man- 
kind. At any rate it was a sincere and 
spontaneous manifestation of heart- 
felt gratitude which clearly indicated 
the place the United States has won 
in the hearts of the Japanese people. 

There is one more point worthy of 
mention. When Colonel Burnett Is- 
sued his call for volunteers during 
those wild days when everyone was 
looking to his own salvation, ten 
Americans, forgetting their own trou- 
bles. sacrificing their own interests, 
came forward and worked unceasing- 
ly and unsparingly for the sake of 
others. These ten were all civilians 
but all had seen service during the 
World War and three of them were 
veterans of the Spanish War. 

There were a hundred others, not 
ex-service men. who could have vol- 
unteered and didn’t. 

It would seem that the call of duty 
rings loudest in the ears of thoso 
who at some time or other in their 
lives have marched or sailed under 
the Old Flag. When danger threat- 
ens and others find It easiest to plead 
self-preservation, these, searching 
out the place of greatest peril, devoto 
themselves to service.

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UNDER T1IE GILDED DOME 

The chief interest the past week 
nt the State House has centered 
around the order of the Public Utili- 
ties Department Inst Friday authoriz- 
ing an Increase in the rates of fare for 
the 12-ride, the monthly, and the sea- 
son tickets used on the Boston & 
Maine and the New Haven railroads 
and on the 12-ride tickets on the Bos- 
ton & Albany, within the (Iren ter Bos- 
ton area The commission approved 
the 20 per cent increase asked for by 
the railroads with the exception of 
the monthly and season tickets on tin 
Albany road. The decision came just 
before the last day and hour for filing 
new business, and with public senti- 
ment strongly opposed to the in- 
creased rates, there was a flood of pe- 
titions. bills and orders hearing on the 
subject. The Senate, on Monday, 
passed an order rescinding the order 
of the Public Utilities Commission, 
suspended all rules and rushed it over 
to the House for immediate action. In 
fairness to t lie senate, it should be 
stated that President Allen was not 
present at the time this action was 
taken. Tin House sent the order to 
the committee on rules for considera- 
tion and as the increase was to take 
effect on Tuesday, it was therefore im- 
possible for the General Court to take 
any effective action. The situation, 
so far as it affects the Boston and 
Albany and Newton is concerned, is 
entirely different from that of the 
other two roads. Indeed the Public 
Utilities Commission admits that the 
Albany road does not need the addi- 
tional revenue. — hence its refusal to 
grant the increase on the monthly and 
season tickets. On the other hand 
there is a strong feeling that the other 
railroads need every cent of the new 
revenue to he raised under the new 
rates. It is thought that the Com- 
mission granted the 12-ride increase 
on the Albany under the requirement 
of the statute that all rates in the 
suburban district shall he uniform as 
far as practicable. With this thought 
in mind, and with a view to quieting 
the popular clamor against the action 
of the Commission, the writer filed an 
order directing the commission to 
hold its order in abeyance until May 
1st and two bills, one rescinding the 
uniform rate provision in the present 
statute and another requiring jhe ap- 
proval of the governor and council on 
all orders of the Public Utilities Com- 
mission. The writer felt that a delay 
of three months would allow the in- 
dignation of the people to subside, 
and give ample time for the Legisla- 
ture to consider the two bills just 
mentioned together with several other 
bills on the same subject with deliber- 
ation and care. 

The rules committee, however, de- 
cided to have all the orders and bills 
referred in regular course to the 
Committee on Railroads which means 
that the new rates will continue to 
apply until the General Court takes 
contrary action. 

So far as Newton is concerned, 
there is no excuse for the advance in 
fare. With the Company construct- 
ing several miles of new fencing on 
both sides of its right of way from 
Newton to Boston at a cost said to be 
about $7,5U0 a mile, it would seem 
that there was sufficient argument to 
indicate a plethoric treasury. 

With the time limit for new busi- 
ness expiring last Saturday something 
over a thousand bills and petitions 
were received, but thanks to the rule 
allowing previous filing, some pro- 
gress has already been made with 
diommittee hearings. 

Among the new bills filed was one 
from several prominent citizens urg- 
ing the repeal of the present preferen- 
tial election law now in force in New- 
ton, another for state aid of $2,000 an- 
nually to the John A. Andrew Home 
at Newtonville. and another for tak- 
ing part of the old Winchester street 
Cemetery for a street widening. 

There are the usual grist of bills, 
with fewer freak bills than ever be- 
fore. although many of those pre- 
sented are hoary with age, but come 
up annually with perennial hope in 
the minds of their sponsors. 

Newton residents will be interested 
in a hearing assigned for January 31 
at 10.30 A. M. on the proposed elec-

Mr. Murlin gave a vivid picture of 
the terrible conditions existing in 
Germany and other countries. He 
spoke of great numbers of people in 
a starving condiitou, and who were 
just existing without hope. He felt 
several years ago when he was in 
Germany that on account of the 
great suffering of the people the mas- 
ses were likely to go Bolshevist with- 
in a short time.

JOHN GOODWIN TOMPSON 


On Wednesday, Jnminry 16. oc- 
curred the death of Mr. John Goodwin 
Tompson at 88 Otis street, Newton- 
ville, his home for more than sixty 
years. 

The genius for friendship which was 
n marked characteristic of Mr. Tomp- 
son 1ms endenred him to very many 
people, and we like to think of the 
renewal of beautiful friendships and 
close ties that await his coming to the 
land where he may again he young, 
nnd strong and active, and enter once 
more into the joy of living. 

It was in February of 1860 that he 
came with his wife to live in the house 
in Otis street, and it was for many 
well remembered years the centre of 
cordial hospitality, and extended a 
welcome and charm to hosts of friends 
both old nnd new. 

Loving music — finding it. indeed, 
rather an essential part in the enjoy- 
ment of life — he early became identi- 
fied with the musical life of Newton. 
In his enrly years here he directed the 
choir at Grace Curch, Newton. Later 
he played the organ at Central Church, 
Newtonville; and for many years Ik 
was organist of the New Church at 
Newtonville, of which church he was 
a member. 

In the days of the Gilmour Peace 
Jubilees, he was conductor of the New- 
tonville section of the chorus, and in 
all later years carried with pride the 
gold watch — suitably inscribed — which 
was presented to him by that chorus.

Dr. Murlin discussed the League of 
Nations at some length. He felt that 
the League’s influence was greatly 
weakened by the fact that the differ- 
ent countries had an entirely wrong 
spirit. France. Germany, and Italy, 
he said, were seeking their own sel- 
fish ends alone for what they could 
get out of it. and would resent in- 
terference from the League when it 
went against their interests. He felt 
that the League was proving very 
useful in various ways, and showed 
how it was largely instrumental in 
preventing war from breaking out 
over the Corfu affair. That was a sit- 
uation. he said, very much like the 
one that existed in 1914 when war 
broke out. He believed that Italy 
would have remained in Corfu per- 
manently if it had not been for the 
League. But when the Italian repre- 
sentatives found that they had in-

registration of nurses and nursing at- 
tendants, on which Miss Sally John- 
son spoke in favor and Dr. E. P. Ga- 
lloon in opposition, was not accepted 
as a whole, but received endorsement 
of the principle involved. The bill 
for state commission on food supply, 
presented by Pres. Kenyon L. Butter- 
field of Massachusetts Agricultural 
College, was unanimously accepted 
for recommendation. 

Regarding federal measures, the ex- 
ecutive board voted to recommend 
education on hills for restricted immi- 
gration and for reorganization of the 
consular service. Leading features of 
the immigration problem were out- 
lined by Mrs. Nathaniel Thayer, state 
director of immigration. Re-endorse- 
ment of a child labor amendment was 
also recommended.

The Newton Fpper Falls Woman’s 
Club held a delightful Whist party to- 
gether with a jelly and pickle sale at 
the home of Mrs. Charles W. Johonnot 
for the benefit of the Peabody Home 
for Crippled Children. For this rea- 
son a special effort was made by all 
the club, members to make it a suc- 
cess, two of whom were the hostesses 
and supported it financially, thut all 
the proceeds might he given for the 
use of the little people of the Home. 
Refreshments and prizes, live of 
which were donated by friends, were 
part of tin* program. $55 were rea- 
lized, five dollars of which was pre- 
sented in the name of Little Mary 
Red Cross.

Hooton hogan with a description of 
the lemurs the lowest form of the 
primutes, which are differentiated 
from other mummulH by having five 
digits on feet and “hands" and oppos- 
able thumbs und grout toes. 

As evolution progressed, the skull 
shows much more hruin space und 
less Juw development. But nuture is 
not symmetrical — thut is, one species 


will have a relatively largo braln- 
ense nnd strong jaws containing tusk- 
llke teeth, while another will have 
small brain capacity and a jaw con- 
taining teeth that suggest the human. 
The baboon wns shown ns a primate 
that "took the wrong turning,’ and 
walks on all fours like a dog. The 
anthropoid apes, the gibbon, the 
orang-outang, the chimpanzee, and 
the gorilla are alike in having enor- 
mously strong and developed arms 
nnd relatively weak legs which they 
cannot straighten to bear their weight. 
Dr. Hooton said’, however, that fas- 
sil forms have been discovered, which 
show that a creature higher in scale 
than the highest ape had possessed 
straight thigh hones nnd walked up- 
right; also that tho opposable great 
toe had assumed the samo position as 
on the human foot. Tho nose and 
chin are also later developments. 

In response to questions, the lec- 
turer gave some amusing incidents 
concerning tho characteristics of the 
anthropoids, stating that the chimpan- 
zees are sociable whereas the gorillas 
appear more solitary in disposition. 


On Wednesday afternoon at the meet- 
ing of the Community Service Club of 
West Newton, Miss Margaret McGill 
spoke briefly of the work of the 
Women’s Educational and Industrial 
Union in Boston, of which she is pres- 
ident, and Miss Mary Harrod North- 
end gave an Illustrated lecture upon 
“Interior Decoration.”

THE 1I0K AWARD 

In the consideration which every 
thoughtful citizen will give to the 
award of the prize of $50,000 offered 
by Mr. Bok for the best plan to bring 
about peace in the world, we trust 
the following clipping from the Na- 
tional Republican will be carefully 
pondered : 

"It is no small task to read nnd 
pass upon the merits of 22,165 plans 
to achieve und preserve the peace of 
the world — unless there is some ex- 
tremely arbitrary process of elimina- 
tion which does away with the neces- 
sity of giving any consideration what- 
ever to 22,000 or more of the plans 
submitted. 

If the "jury of award" began to 
function, ns such, on the day of its 
selection by the 'policy committee,’ 
and reached its conclusion on the day 
before Christmas, it would have 
passed upon the merits of 22,165 plans 
in approximately 100 days. Working 
11 hours a day, for 100 days, the jury 
would have been able to devote about 
three minutes to each separate plan 
submitted. However, if the jury did 
the square thing by all the contest- 
ants, it did not pass upon and elimi- 
nate any of the plans submitted until 
all were in hand for comparison of 
their respective merits. If we assume 
that tho jury read and passed upon 
22.1C5 plans in the five weeks which 
elapsed between the close of the con- 
test and the selection of the winner, 
then the task assumes even more in- 
credible proportions. To have read 
and passed upon, within a period of 
five weeks, the merits of 22,165 plans 
to achieve and preserve the peace of 
the world, the jurors could have given 
hut a little more than two minutes’ 
time to each plan had they stuck to 
their job 24 hours a day, seven days a 
week, for the entire five weeks. 

"As the Washington Post remarks, 
editorially, This feat by the jury of 
award is the most astounding exhibi- 
tion of intellectual endurance, con- 
centration, and rapidity of operation, 
ever recorded In the history of man- 
kind. It raises mankind to a new emi- 
nence of achievement, which the gods 
themselves might envy. The editors 
of the universe are shamed by this 
amazing reading of 22,165 manuscripts 
and the unerring selection from the 
mass of the precious offering that is 
to redeem the world."

Mrs. Whidden was born in Middle- 
town, Connecticut, October 29, 1856, 
her mother being the daughter of Wil- 
liam S. Camp, a hanker of that city. 
Mrs. Whidden was originally a mem- 
ber of the Rev. Dr. Edward Everett 
Halo’s church, and after her husband’s 
death resided in West Newton. She 
is survived by her two sons, Thomas 
Avery Whidden who resided with his 
mother at the Hotel Braemore, and 
Robert Avery Whidden of \$est New- 
ton, and a daughter, the wife of Ro- 
bert Wallace of Midvale near Salt 
Lake City, Utah. Mrs. Whidden is 
also survived by her sister, Mrs. 
Frank Iv. Hallock of Cromwell, Con- 
necticut. 

Mrs. Whidden was a member of tho 
Journey Club of West Newton and 
several other social organizations; 
also a member of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, Lucy Jackson 
Chapter, and Is of English parentage 
on both sides, dating hack to early 
Colonial days.

GARBAGE PLANT TO BE 
DISCONTINUED 


Tho garbage disposal plant, of Wil- 
liam H. Mague which has boon lo- 
cated (in Lexington street. Auburn- 
dale, for many years will he discon- 
tinued April 1st under the finding just 
made by Judge McLaughlin of the Su- 
perior Court in a proceeding brought 
by John J. Keith of 134 Lexington 
street, whose property is adjacent to 
the garbage station. 

Mr. Maguo has used this property 
for years as u sort of transfer point 
for the teams which collect the gar- 
bage of Newton, bring it to this point, 
and either sell it to farmers or team 
it to Mr. Mague's farm in the country. 

City officials, including Mayor 
Childs, the chairman of the hoard of 
health, and the street commissioner, 
testified that tin? defendant's plant was 
not offensive. In the opinion of the 
court, however, “strong disagreeable 
and offensive odors emanate from the 
garbage" which seriously interfere 
with the plaintiff’s “comfort and en- 
joyment of life.” The court believed 
that since Mr. Mague owned a pig 
farm some distance from the city 
where part of the garbage was dis- 
posed of, he could easily transport all 
his garbage to that place. 

The judicial ilnding is as follows: 

“The defendant has for many years 
been under contract with the city of 
Newton to collect and dispose of the 
garbage of its inhabitants, and has 
maintained for a long period of time, 
in that part of the city known as West 
Newton, a place for the disposition of 
the garbage which he collects. The 
land of the defendant, on which this 
business is conducted, consists of 
about three and one-quarter acres, 
The plaintiff's land on which is his 
dwelling house, adjoins the defend 
ant’s property, and consists of about 
two and one-half acres, his house be- 
ing distant two or three hundred feet 
from the defendant’s garbage plant, 
so-called. Within 1,000 feet of the 
defendant’s property are about 19 
other dwelling houses, and with the 
exception of one or two small stores 
which serve householders, no busi- 
ness is transacted in this vicinity. 

“It was the defendant’s custom to 
collect the garbage in wagons and 
transfer it on his premises to wagons 
of farmers who carry it away, any 
surplus being taken by the defendant 
to a farm of his own. In the period 
between the spring and the setting of 
frost, and especially in warm weather, 
strong, disagreeable and offensive 
odors emanate from the garbage 
the defendant’s land, seriously inter- 
fering with the reasonable comfort 
and enjoyment of life by the plaintiff 
in the use and occupation of his home, 
After the coming of frost and during 
the winter months, the odors from the 
plant are not noticeable. 

“Upon all the evidence, I find that 
in the manner in which the defendant 
was conducting his business at the 
time of the filing of the bill and for a 
long time prior thereto, he was com- 
mitting a private nuisance by main- 
taining the garbage plant in the man- 
ner in which I have described; and I 
am of opinion that the plaintiff is en- 
titled to a decree restraining him from 
conducting his business in this man- 
ner.” 

The restraint order will not go into 
effect until April of this year for, in 
the opinion of Judge McLaughlin “it 
would be reasonable to permit him to 
carry on this business as heretofore 
until the first of April, 11)24, provided 
that in the meantime all due and rea- 
sonable effort is made by him to pre 
vent offensive odors emanating from 
his premises.”

Queens Mary and Elizabeth Enjoyed

Baiting. 

Bullfighting, which la (Inclining In 
favor with the Spaniards, was once a 
popular sport In England, though in n 
somewhat different form. It has only 
been forbidden by law within the last 
hundred years. 

The bull was tied to a stake, after 
having the points of Its horns protect- 
ed. Fierce dogs were let loose on It, 
and a terrific battle would ensue. Bull- 
dogs were bred specially for the sport. 
Their peculiar jaws gave a grip so 
strong that the bull could not throw 
off its attackers once their teeth had 
met in its shoulder. 

Bear-baiting, too, was popular at one 
time. Roth Queen Mary and Queen 
Elizabeth were fond of bear-baitings 
and bullfights. Great men kept “rings" 
and there was one in nearly every 
place of amusement. “Bankside" was 
a noted place for the “sport” in Lon- 
don. The charge for admission was a 
penny to enter, another penny to go in 
the “grand stand” and a third penny 
for the equivalent of reserved seuts. 

Thursdays and Sundays were the fa- 
vorite days for baiting bears and bulls. 
At one time the theaters were ordered 
to close down on the former day so 
that competition should nut Interfere 
with the baitings. — London Tit-Bits.

COPPER DRAGON OF BEFFR0I 

Twelve-Foot Weather Vane in Ghent 

Celebrates Its Five Hundred and 
Forty-Sixth Anniversary. 

The Copper Dragon of Ileffroi, in 
Ghent, 1ms just celebrated its five 
hundred and forty-sixth birthday on 
the top of its lofty perch on the Reff- 
roi, over 300 feet above the ground. It 
is six feet in height and eleven and 
one-half feet in length, measured from 
the tip of its enormous tongue to the 
end of its tail. 

Tlie copper grasshopper atop 
Faneuil hall, Boston, was designed by 
Shorn Drowne. a coppersmith of colo- 
nial days. Over ISO years old, it has 
had an interesting history, being pres- 
ent at the Boston tea party and hav- 
ing survived two earthquakes. 

Perhaps t lie public tired of gauging 
the wind by the weather report in 
next day’s newspaper; or perhaps the 
ornamental possibilities of tills new 
idea in vane design have given a new 
fillip to the use of this time-honored 
institution. Whatever the reason, the 
weather vane is coming hack.

Water Lily Eighteen Inches Across. 

Perhaps the most remarkable of the 
aquatic plants is tho giant water lily 
known to science ns the “Victoria 
regia." It is a native of Guiana and 
Brazil. Large, sprea ling leaves se 
to float on Hie water though in reality 
their vast green surface is supported 
by a strong underwater framework of 
twisted tissues. The leaves, which are 
often over six feet in diameter with a 
rim of three to eight inches high, cai 
support considerable weight. Thi 
plant bears immense white flowers, 
often measuring IS inches across, 
which greatly resemble a huge daisy. 
They open in the evening. The seeds 
of the Victoria regia are edible. For 
this: reason it is extensively cultivated 
in the Amazon valley. — Detroit News.

Our jest about the yearning for an 
outing at Palm Beach which takes 
possession of many folks this time 
of year has led a reader to send us 
a copy of tlie Palm Beach Post. Until 
we read this publication we did not, 
we fear, thoroughly appreciate the 
magnanimous, generous and altruistic 
spirit of the orange-growers of Flor- 
ida. As an example of their unsel- 
fishness and thoughtful consideration 
we commend the following from the 
Palm Beach Post: 

A number of Florida newspapers 
are urging the gift of Florida oran- 
ges for presents to friends and fam- 
ilies outside the State. The idea is 
excellent from two exceeding good 
standpoints. In the first place, there 
is no more acceptable, suitable and 
healthful gift for young and old at 
any time, than well ripened sweet 
Florida oranges. In the second 
place, Florida is producing a record 
crop of oranges this season, and the 
wider the distribution of them the 
better will be the chances of opening 
up markets for our fruit in virgin 
territory.” 

During the high wind that recently 
destroyed trees and created havoc 
here and there a citizen whom many 
know and like had one of those pro- 
voking experiences. He was passing 
a dwelling near the centre of the vil- 
lage and, with others, was hurrying 
to make a train or a trolley to Boston. 
In the window of the house in ques- 
tion a shade had become loosed by 
the wind. Quite a number, including 1 
our modest hero, saw the shade 
wrenched from its socket and tossed 
in the street. The subject of this 
sketch, deciding to save the owner 
money, rushed into the street, grab- 
bed the shade and rolled it up. When 
he finished lie saw many people look- 
ing at him. All were smiling. “If 
vou’re watching to see what I intend 
to do next,” declared our friend, “I’m 
going to leave this at the front door 
but I'm not going to make a call.” 

Somehow or other it seems to us 
that a quarter (meaning a silver coin 
valued at 25 cents) slips out of one’s 
hands a great deal easier these days. 
People who possess prepayment gas- 
meters will say that our discovery 
is not new. They will insist they 
have been hoarding 25-cent pieces for 
a good many years only to drop their 
savings into a slot and start them 
merrily on their way to the coffers 
of the Boston Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany. it is not <»!' gas we wish to 
write, however, but of "gas” (please 
note the quotation marks, gentle read- 
er.) Gas without quotation marks is 
a vapor but with quotation marks it 
becomes a liquid. In short, we refer 
to gasoline, which the busy, hurrying, 
careless and indifferent folk call 
"gas." Now some philosopher ob- 
served many years ago that "money 
makes the mare go.” There are few 
mares for hire these times and for 
the sake of the poor animals we re- 
joice. But money will also make the 
flivver go. It is all you need, when 
hopping off i he train at your home 
station on the Boston & Albany, to 
get you right to your own door with- 
out exertion. We were about to ob- 
serve that the thriving business done 
by these quarter taxicabs in this city 
must save the concrete sidewalks 
from considerable wear and tear. At 
first thought that would mean less ex- 
penditures by the city for the upkeep 
of sidewalks. But if there is any con- 
siderable saving it is more than off- 
set by the wear and tear on the 
street surfaces by the same taxicabs. 
So our first point is not well taken. 
We recall vividly the hacks that stood 
at the different railroad stations in 
this city. They used to bring men 
and women to the train in the morn- 
ing. In the middle of the day there 
was little doing. In the later after- 
noon the tired business man and the 
weary shoppers patronized them free- 
ly. At night anywhere from 9 P. M. 
until the last train — their occupants 
were so weary of limb they hud to be 
lifted into the vehicle. Some of the 

driver . as we remember, used to 

complete the day, or rather the night, 
by dashing to Brighton, sparing not 
the horses nor their own appetites 
for alcoholic refreshment. 

Times have changed (we ure still 
on the subject of home-town taxi- 
cabs) and for one we do not regret 
it. However, this muy liavo a perni- 
cious result, or at least a result per- 
nicious iu consequences. It muy tend 
to uiuke us effete. The westerners 
have never thoroughly ceased tulking 
of "tlie effete east," but somehow or 


other they always seem willing to 
come east for a little taste of "effete" 
now and then. But that’s getting 
away from the original purpose of 
this discussion. We are wondering 
just where this qunrter taxicab busi- 
ness is going to stop. At our own 
home station there is not one, or two 
or three taxi companies, but a fleet 
of cars with we-don't-know-how- 
many licensed owners. That is all 
very well, since competition is the 
life of trade, but it is one of the 
many unusual things we have observ- 
ed of late. There are more taxicabs, 
It seems to us, than there are differ- 
ent brands of chain stores, which, we 
submit, is going some. Would we 
call off a few of them? Not at all! 
We would call them nil off except for 
our own immediate purposes and 
possibly the needs of some of our 
most particular friends. We believe 
we should he permitted to ride in a 
flivver whenever we so desire and 
have tlie necessary price. We do con- 
tend, though, that Newton people 
should do more walking for their own 
physical welfare. We do not wish our 
own interests or rights or privileges 
disturbed or interfered with in any 
way. We simply want the ‘other fel- 
low" to do what we believe is best 
for him. In short, we take the stand 
of a true reformer. 

When thieves enter Newton houses 
in broad daylight in the absence of 
the occupants and carry of numerous 
valuables without the observation of 
nearby residents it may he truly said 
the neighbors in that vicinity mind 
their own business pretty thoroughly. 

We happen to know that since the 
decision of the Public Utilities Com- 
mission increasing railroad fares 20 
per cent, Boston Democrats are much 
more hopeful of Mayor “Jim” Curley’s 
chances of being elected Governor. 

"The seal of approval” is a fine old 
phrase — an interesting metaphor that 
is used by orators, preachers and 
writers as freely as "and I want to 
say" or "take this thought home with 
you.” But there happens to he such 
a thing as a seal of approval, although 
yau may not have known it. Just 
drop into Andy Prior’s office at City 
Hall and see for yourself. Andy is 
scaler of weights and measures for 
the city and under the law he must 
“adjust and seal” the weights, meas- 
ures and balances of such inhabitants 
as sell goods, wares, merchandise or 
other commodities. 

You may vote on the peace plan 
without registering with the assess- 
ors. When you register your opinion 
that is sufficient. 

THE DRIVER WHO DRINKS 

"The killings and accidents caused 
by drunken drivers do not happen 
only or most frequently during total 
drunkenness,” says the A. L. A., "for 
when they reach this condition they 
are more or less helpless. The ques- 
tion arises, then, at what particular 
point does any man cease to he sober 
and begin to he drunk? The chief 
power by which we retain our man- 
hood is the power of will, of clear 
thought, and sane decisions, and this 
power is the first stronghold to he 
attacked by liquor. 

"With a man at the wheel of a 
moving automobile it is, therefore, 
not a question of whether he stag- 
gers much or little from liquor as 
some of our judges have intimated 
in rendering decisions,” declares the 
A. L. A., “or how confused in speech, 
but what effect it has on his clearness 
of thinking and the sanity of li is ac- 
tions. 

'The automobile driver who drinks 
even moderately,” asserts the A. L. A., 
“is a man without fear of con- 
sequevees. nor does he recognize or 
care for the element of danger, nor 
the laws of the Commonwealth. 
When in this condition life is a thing 
of small concern to him. and death a 
fleeting shadow that falls across his 
path witli less of thought than the 
passing of a cloud in the blue above. 

"If you drive a car you do not care 
to meet him on the highway; if you 
walk the danger to yourself is fully as 
great. Wherever he goes he carries 
with him tiie evil of irresponsibility. 

Every applicant for a license to 
drive and eevry person asking for a re- 
newal should swear to the fact wheth- 
er or not he is a user of liquor; and 
if tiie answer is no and that person 
is thereafter caught operating a car 
while drung or to any extent under 
the influence of liquor, he should not 
only he prosecuted for that offense 
but also for perjury if it can be 
shown that he was a liquor user pre- 
vious to taking the oath, and a law, if 
necessary, should he enacted making 
his registration card prima facia evi- 
dence of the fact. The conviction of 
thousands of drunken drivers the past 
year warrants such action. The way 
to squelch the crimes of drunken driv- 
ers is to prevent them getting a start, 
and then if some do get by, as some 
surely will, to luy the full force of the 
law upon them. Most men. even hard- 
ened drinker’s, will pause before bait- 
ing the trap that eventually will be 
sprung upon them.

USE OIL 


Whether this is the Age of Iron or 
the Age of Electricity, practically 
everyone recognizes it as the Age of 
Oil. Our everyday living from the 
time we rise and breakfast until we 
“bank the fire at night” is quite de- 
pendent on oil in one form or another. 
The production of our food, clothing, 
shelter, light, heat and refrigeration 
is made universally more abundant 
from the use of oil. 

There is no reason to suppose that 
the country’s supply of oil will run 
out before man has discovered some- 
thing to take its place and in the 
meantime what more splendid use for 
oil than to keep the home and work- 
shop clean, healthy and evenly heated 
by using oil burning equipment.

After ex- 
perimenting with several burners, they 
chose the Williams OIL-O-MATIC— 
first because it performs the work and 
then because of its superior features. 

The OIL-O-MATIC is one of a few 
oil burners which has been approved 
by the Underwriters Laboratories and 
is installed according to State Require- 
ments. 

The OIL-O-MATIC does not require 
a kerosine distillate, but will burn any 
oil that flows through a one-inch pipe. 
A 28-32° gravity oil is recommended 
and costs 7c per gallon. This burner 
Joes not burn a continuous gas pilot 
ind operates only when the tempera- 
ture requires it — a few minutes each 
hour during the severe cold weather.

“HE’S A POLITICIAN” 


[From tho Cleveland Plain Donlor] 

One handy phrase comes readily to 
the lips of self-righteous critics when 
they wish to condemn some appointee 
or aspirant for office. Like an other 
standard Jest, it always takes well. 

"Oh, he’s a politician," they say. 

Let it bo ndmitted that politicians 
occasionally run for office and that 
they are sometimes elected. What 
does that prove? What is a politi- 
cian? 

The primary definition of a politi- 
cian is one engaged in politics. Poli- 
tics means the administration of pub- 
lic affairs. A politician, then, is one 
who has had some experience in ad- 
ministering public business. If more 
than this is implied it is because 
language has become perverted by 
misuse. 

Public service in America needs 
men and women trained by experi- 
ence -politicians, if you please. Not 
machine politicians, not party errand 
boys or puppets for bosses, but clean, 
capable individuals who see in poli- 
tics the possibilities of a reputable, 
useful professional career. 

It is no legitimate criticism of a 
man to say he is a politician. On the 
contrary, it may constitute merited 
praise. If he is a gang politician or 
a dishonest or an otherwise undesir- 
able politician, let bis critics say so. 
Unless they say that they make no 
point. 

Public affairs not uncommonly suf- 
fer for the absence of real politicians. 
We need more, not fewer, politicians 
in office. Provided, always, they are 
politicians with ability, courage, and 
the right point of view.

I. ENTER THE PERMANENT COURT 

That the United States adhere to the Permanent Court of Interna- 
tional Justice for the reasons and under the conditions stated by Secre- 
tary Hughes and President Harding in February, 1923. 

II. COOPERATE WITH THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS. WITHOUT 
FULL MEMBERSHIP AT PRESENT 
That without becoming a member of the League of Nations as at 
present constituted, the United States Government should extend its 
present cooperation with the League and propose participation in the 
work of its Assembly and Council under the following conditions and 
reservations: 

Safeguarding of Monroe Doctrine 

1. The United States accepts the League of Nations as an instrument 
of mutual counsel, but it will assume no obligation to interfere 
with political questions of policy or internal administration of any 
foreign state. 

In uniting its efforts with those of other States for the preser- 
vation of peace and the promotion of the common welfare, the 
United States insists upon the safeguarding of the Monroe Doc- 
trine and does not abandon its traditional attitude concerning 
American independence of the Old World and does not consent to 
submit its long established policy concerning questions regarded 
by it as purely American to the recommendation or decision of 
other Powers. 

No Military or Economic Force 

2. That the only kind of compulsion which nations can freely engage 
to apply to each other in the name of Peace is that which arises 
from conference, .from moral judgment, from full publicity, and 
from the power of public opinion. 

The United States would assume no obligations under Article X 
in its present form, or under Article XVI in Its present form in the 
Covenant, or in its amended form as now proposed, unless in any 
particular case Congress has authorized such action. 

The United States proposes that Articles X aud XVI be either 
dropped altogether or so amended aud changed as to eliminate 
any suggestion of a general agreement to use coercion for obtain- 
ing conformity to the pledges of the Covenant. 

No Obligations Under Versailles Treaty 

3. That tho United States will accept no responsibilities under the 
Treaty of Versailles unless in any particular case Congress has 
authorized such action. 

League Open to All Nations 

4. The United States Government proposes that Article I of the Cove- 
nant be construed aud applied, or, if necessary, redrafted, so that 
admission to the League shall be assured to any self-governing 
State that wishes to join and that receives the favorable vote of 
two-thirds of the Assembly. 

Development of International Law 

6. As a condition of its participation in the work and counsels of the 
League, the United States asks that the Assembly and Council con- 
sent — or obtain authority — to begin collaboration for the revision 
and development of International luw, employing for this purpose 
tho aid of a commission of jurists. This Commission would be 
directed to formulate anew existing rules of the law of nations, to 
reconcile divergent opinions, to consider points hitherto inade- 
quately provided (or but vital to the maintenance of international 
Justice, and in general to define the social rights aud duties of 
States. The recommendations of the Commission would be pre- 
sented from time to time, in proper form for consideration, to the 
Assembly us to a recommending If not a law-making body.

An audience that filled the Mason 
School Hall greeted Miss Mabel 
Bragg, who spoke on Wednesday at 
the second regular meeting of the As- 
sociation. In the absence of both 
President and Vice President, the re- 
port of the three open meetings held 
since last September were read by 
the secretary, Mrs, Helen Hopkins, 
followed by the treasurer’s report. 

Mrs. Morton Kimball then rendered 
several piano solos, and Mrs. Marshall 
Stone read a report of the Schick test 
in Newton furnished by Dr. Curtis. 
Parents were urged to bring their 
children for testing, especially the 
children not yet of school age as it is 
among these that fatalities are the 
greatest. 

Mrs. Harold T. Giddings, chairman 
of the program for the afternoon, then 
Introduced Miss Bragg. Newton Is 
justly proud of the fact that when the 
Children’s Relief Bureau for Belgium 
needed a leader to instruct the fifty 
picked Belgium teachers in the pro- 
per methods of building up the de- 
bilitated children of that country, Mr. 
Hoover chose Miss Bragg. 

Miss Bragg began by giving in out- 
line the history of the work done by 
the Commission for the relief in Bel- 
gium in feeding the Belgians, assist- 
ing them in rebuilding, in replacing 
books and libraries, and helping the 
Universities, and showed how they 
came finally to decide upon the work 
for the helping of the children — the 
greatest work of the cpmmission. 

In her own vivid and dramatic way, 
she described the twelve days in the 
chateau where there were already 
gathered a colony of debilitated child- 
ren, and where fifty teachers and edu- 
cators caniQ for study of the problems 
confronting them. With her, Miss 
Bragg brought the health books made 
by the children of the different grades 
in Newton, and posters, some of 
which were made in the Mason 
School. These were received with the 
greatest interest .and many copies and 
sketches of them made. 

The speaker gave much credit to 
her interpreter, one of the teachers 
whom the Belgian government had 
previously sent to this country, and 
who had studied with her here in 
Newton, She spoke also of the res- 
ponsiveness of her audience and of 
their eagerness to learn. Many of our

The next business was the discus- 
sion of plans for the entertnlning of 
the Massachusetts State Sunday 
School Convention next October. The 
executive secretary stntod that prelim- 
inary plans for program, date and 
place hrfH already been partially de- 
cided upon. Report was made of a 
meeting of Watertown ehurch repre- 
sentatives on January 13, at which 
meeting it was unanimously voted 
that the Watertown churches co-oper- 
ate and ask that Watertown be the 
headquarters for this State Conven- 
tion. The President was authorized to 
appoint the Convention committee. 

Miss Barker, as Executive Secre- j 
tary. was then called upon for a re- 
port. She touched upon various plans 
. already outlined, and also upon the 
i subject of the Daily Vacation Bible 
School. The Waltham Church Feder- 
ation invited Miss Barker to present 
this vacation movement at their De- 
cember meeting. The proposition 
made at that time was that tbe Dis- 
trict would allow Miss Barker to act 
as Associate Director of such a school 
next summer, if the local committee 
would undertake to provide for other 
instructors. This proposition is be- 
ing considered by the Waltham group 
at the present time. 

The main subject of the evening was 
next announced, as “The Problem of 
Weekday Religious Education." The 
District officers feel that the time is 
ripe for a presentation of this mat- 
ter. although it may not be possible 
or even advisable to undertake this in 
a co-operative way at the present 
time. 

The first speaker on the subject was 
Miss Edith D. Glen, who lias been for 
two years Director of Week Day Re- 
ligious Education In Delaware, Ohio, 
where she was engaged by a commun- 
ity group of fourteen churches, repre- | 
senting eight different denominations. 


Miss Glen supervised several part-time 

teachers, and herself taught many of 
the classes. She described the work 
of a weekday class, showing how it 
ilifTers grently from the Sunday School 
clnss, in method. In thoroughness, in 
seriousness of spirit, in real study, 
nnd in results. Weekday co-operative 
religious instruction makes it easier 
to reach the children of unchurched, 
but nominally Protestant families. 
Sliss Glen’s work nt Delnware includ- 
ed a survey of conditions to find out 
whether or not weekday work was 
needed. Her presentation was Inspir- 
ing and instructive, making those 
present feel the greatness of the 
task. 

This was followed by an address 
by Rev. Ivan S. Nowlnn, General Sec- 
retary of the Massachusetts Sunday 
School Association. Mr. Nowlan told 
of the different types of weekday work 
carried on in Malden. Worcester, nnd 
in various cities of the middle West. 
Weekday work ranges from the un- 
graded and often poorly attended lo- 
cal school weekday clubs, to the high- 
ly organized and standardized work 
carried on by Community Councils or 
Board of Religious Education. The 
latter type Implies graded classes, 
trained tenchers, best teaching meth- 
ods. all the necessary equipment, and 
often public school time. The latter 
is not absolutely necessary, although 
desirable. 

A discussion followed, in which 
those present took part, telling their 
views and opinions on the need for 
this work and its adaptation to this 
District.

simplest rules of health, such ns 
sleeping with windows wide open, 
seemed quito revolutionary to them. 
A touching experience was the teach- 
ing of the games nnd songs of organ- 
ized piny, for the little Belgian chil- 
dren did not know how to piny. 

With n keen sense of hnmor, Miss 
Bragg told of her conference In Brus- 
sels with the Inspectors of the schools 
nnd of the way In which she succeeded 
In winning their cooperation. 

One of the problems wns Hint of the 
different political parties. In Bel- 
gium peoplo of different political par- 
ties do not mingle soclnlly. yet so 
great was their Interest in this work 
for the children that they were will- 
ing to overlook political iifTerenees, 
and also differences In language, for 
the sake of the common good. 

In conclusion the speaker said that 
someone asked her what would hap- 
pen if she should die, and that Instead 
of answering she turned to one of the 
most distinguished of those present 
and received the answer, "Nothing 
would happen. The health teaching 
will ho in the hearts of the children; 
it cannot die.” 

It cannot fnil to be an inspiring 
thought to every citizen of Newton to 
realize that because of what has been 
done in this city, thirty thousand Bel- 
gian children are today learning how 
to become better, healthier, and saner 
citizens. 

At the close of the address. Miss 
Bragg showed the medals which had 
been given her by the Belgian govern- 
ment and the scrap book which they 
presented to her which, she said, real- 
ly belonged to the city of Newton. 

Tea and a social hour completed 
a most instructive and inspiring af- 
ternoon.

UNDER TIIK GILDED 


Two days illness this week has pre- 
vented aii active participation in af- 
fairs at the State House, but it has 
been a rather busy week in the way of 
hearings in which Newton and Newton 
people are interested. 

Mr. Henry I. Harriman, as chair- 
man of the Metropolitan Planning 
Commission, and Mr. William C. 
Brewer, as the leading petitioner, 
were heard on the request for $25,000 
for plans for enlarging the port facil- 
ities of Boston. 

In urging favorable action on the 
resolve. Mr. Harriman said: 

"There has .,«_•€ i a marked change 
in the system of handling freight in 
the port of Boston during the past five 
or six years. The coming of the 
motor truck has made a pronounced 
change in the’tra p rtation situation. 
One-lialf to two-*h’rds of the freight 
now arriving at Commonwealth Pier 
leaves that pier by truck, rather than 
any other means of transportation." 

The Mil was opposed by Mr. Homer 
Loring. chairman of the commission 
^on administration and finance. 

Another day brought out a strong 
protest against the apparent delay or 
negligence of the Highway Division in 
the matter of billboard regulations. 
The bill was intended to give local 
municipalities the right to regulate 
billboards in their own territory. 

>J. W. Bartlett, city solicitor of 
Newton, gave the committee the in- 
side story of Ne . ion’s failure to reg- 
ulate billboards. He said the city had 
passed regulations approved by the 
Division of Highways, which ordered 
certain billboards down. They did not 
come down, and the division refused 
to prosecute the case. 

"I got ready a case for the city of 
Newton." he said, "and when 1 was 
ready to start in with it I found the 
division has rescinded its approval of 
the regulation on which I had based 
my case. I went to the Attorney Gen- 
eral and the division changed its de- 
cision. By that time it appeared prob- 
able that building would soon be be- 
gun on the sites where the offending 
billboards stood and I did not feel 
justified in making the city pay for a 
case that I was .sure would lie carried 
to the Supreme Court." 

"Why didn’t you tear down the bill- 
boards?’ a member of the committee 
asked, “and make the billboard inter- 
ests do the prosecuting?" 

“That is not my understanding of 
the proper way to proceed to a test 
case when the constitutionality of a 


law is in question." Mr. Bartlett 
answered. 

Mr. Bnrtlott feared that even with 
(he requested legislation the municipal 
ordinances needed to regulate hill- 
hoards might he futile, because of the 
requirement that they he "not Incon- 
sistent with regulations by the De- 
partment of Public Works." He hoped 
the legislation could he broad 
enough to give the local authorities a 
chance to protect themselves. 

Since the hearing the new regula- 
tions have been issued. 

The annual proposition to make a 
Greater Boston also came up this week 
Imt without the usual eloquence of 
Mayor Curley, the hearing was rather 
flat. 

A significant statement was made 
by City Solicitor .1. W. Bartlett when 
lie remarked that the proponents of 
Greater Boston had never produced 
any public interest to sustain their 
efforts. Nor had there been any at- 
tempt to arouse public interest. Look- 
ing about the hearing room at the 
time, one saw not more than thirty 
persons in the seats, and a number 
of those were habitual hearing-attend- 
ants at the State House. It was par- 
ticularly noticeable that Daniel .1. 
Klley, who has presented a Greater 
Boston bill year after year and ar- 
gued for it. was absent. 

The bill to allow Newton to widen 
the corner of Needham and Winchest- 
er streets by taking a small part of 
the old cemetery was heard this week 
and favorably reported at once. 

Next Monday the Public Utilities 
Commission will reopen the matter 
of the recent advance in passenger 
rates on the Boston & Maine, the New 
Haven and the Albany railroads. Per- 
sons who are interested in this matter 
should see to it that they are ade- 
quately represented at this hearing. 
The writer has two bills designed to 
prevent the present situation from 
being repeated but they cannot and 
do not cover the present case. So far 
as the Albany pat robs are concerned 
it is evident that the Commission, in 
advancing passenger rates were gov- 
erned by the clause relating to 12 
ride tickets, requiring such rates to 
be as uniform as practicable through- 
out the Metropolitan district. One oi 
the bills as filed covers this phase o 
the matter, and the second, requires 
tile approval of the governor and 
council on future acts of the Public 
Utilities Department. This bill is in- 
tended to act as a safetv valve when 
luhlic sentiment rises a^ain as it did 
in the recent rate decision.

All hut two members of the 
Board, who were out of the city, voted 
In favor of placing the moral support 
of the Chamber behind the City Gov- 
ernment in its petition to the Public 
Utility Commission, or in taking such 
action in behalf of the Chamber if it 
should later develop that this would 
lie desirable. The matter was referred 
to city Solicitor Joseph W. Bartlett, a 
member of the Chamber Directorate, 
with full authority to represent the 
Board in such action as might be 
deemed necessary. 

The Newton Chamber of Com- 
merce, with its present membership 
or more than 2,300, is the largest 
Chamber in point of members in Mas- 
sachusetts. excepting Boston, having 
a membership of 900 in excess of the 
third largest Chamber in the state. 
In making membership comparisons 
with the New England Chambers it 
appears from information available at 
this time that the Newton Chamber is 
the third largest in the six states, be- 
ing exceeded by only Boston and 
Providence.

Mayor Childs also asked the Board 
to authorize the City Solicitor and 
himself to seek a re-openlng of the 
question of increases in railroad 
fares. The Board voted to comply 
with this request. Alderman White 
said that he could not understand the 
action of the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion In granting permission to the 
Boston & Albany Railroad to increase 
lares, when this road is receiving divi- 
dends regularly from the New York 
Central which leases it, and this lat- 
ter railway is paying excess profits to 
the Federal Government. 

The recommendation of the major- 
ity of the Finance Committee that $700 
he appropriated to purchase a Ford 
Sedan for the assessors caused a long 
discussion. Alderman White and 
Weeks of the committee dissented 
from the report. Alderman Weeks 
said “that he thought the time had 
come when all the cars owned by the 
city should lie put under central con- 
trol. Under existing conditions cars 
are assigned to a certain department, 
and can only he used by that depart- 
ment. Mr. White argued that cars 
should he interchangeable between 
the different departments, that with 
34 automobiles in the possession of 
the city, many of them must he idle 
a large part of the time, and no more 
cars should he bought for part time 
use. He said that the assessors re- 
quire a car during four months of the 
year and have but little need for one 
the remainder of the time, and could 
make arrangements with some local 
garage to hire a machine. 

Alderman Weeks agreed with the 
Chairman of the Finance Committee 
and advocated the institution of a 
municipal garage. He said that the 
city can get along with a much small- | 
er number of cars than are now car- 
ried by the various departments. Mr. 
Weeks suggested that instead of 
spending $700 for a sedan, a touring 
car he purchased for the assessors, 
and equipped with a winter-top, and 
that some kind of a heater he placed 
in it to make it comfotrable. 

Alderman Madden said that if the 
Board was to practise economy it 
it should he consistent, curtail ex- 
travagance in all departments, and 
not pick on the assessors. The aider- 
man from Ward l emphasized the fact 
that the Street Commissioner had a 
more costly car than a Ford, and that 
tlu* City Engineer, Chief of Police and 
Building Commissioner also enjoyed 
more expensive automobiles than the 
modest make asked by the assessors. 
He lauded the assessors for the ser- 
vices they are rendering the city, told 
of the tremendous increase in the 
amount of work they perform, called 
attention to the fact that they are out 
continuously during the winter 
months, and are compelled to do much 
writing in their auto after visiting 
properties on their tours of inspec- 
tion. He said "that for several years 
they have been using Assessor Mur- 
phy’s flivver, the city reimbursing that 
gentleman at the rate of lie per mile 
l'or the use of his car. but that it has 
become worn out, and is not longer 
available.” 

Alderman Heathcote praised the as- 
sessors for the fidelity and ability 
they have displayed and thought that 
men who have grown old In the ser- 
• vice of the city should not he discrim- 
inated against. 

I President Hollis gave figures show- 
ing that it will cost less for the city 
. to buy a Ford sedan for the assessors 
than to hire a car for even as short a 
period as 18 weeks each year, and 
that the car would he available the 
whole year if purchased. 

) Alderman White offered a substitute 
I motion calling for $f»Gl to lie appro- 
’ priated for a sedan, the car to be un- 
der the authority of the Mayor, and to 
lie used as u utility auto, to lie as- 
signed to any department needing it 
upon orders from the Mayor. 

I Alderman Heathcote said "that with 
the other departments enjoying a 
plentitude of autos it would not lie 
just to compel the assessors to go 
( basing the Mayor every time they re- 
quired a car, perhaps losing valuable 
time by trying to reach him in Boston 
or some other place in t lie afternoons. 

Alderman White’s substitute motion 
was lost, and the recommendation of 
tin* Finance Committee was accepted, ( 
namely that the assessors he supplied ' 
with a Ford sedan. Alderman White I 
and Weeks were the only members to i 
vote in the negative. 

Alderman Weeks then moved that 
a committi « of 3 lie appointed to in- 
vestigate the use of city owned auto- 
mobiles, to consider plans for the cre- 
ation of a municipal garage, and to 
report l ack In time to allow Ihe Fi- 
ll ir* Committee to benefit by its 
deliberations In-ore th° budget for the 
coming year will lie made up. Alder- 
man White advocated thtu all cars 
owned by the city have the words | 
CITY OF NEWTON painted in large 
letters upon them in some part 
which could not be removed. Evident- 
ly the Alderman from Ward 5 sus- 
pects that there Is some private use 
of city owned automobiles. 

The meeting adjourned ut 9.50,

Mr. Ashton Sanborn, archaeologist 
and Egyptologist, gave a comprehen- 
sive lecture, illustrated with lantern 
slides, to the members and guests of 
the Social Science Club on Wednes- 
day morning, January l’::, on the sub- 
ject “Man of the Stone Age.” He be- 
gan by saying that archeology is the 
youngest of the sciences, dating back 
only to the middle of the last cen 
tury when skeleton of Neanderthal 
men were found near Dusseldorf in 
Germany. The Paleolithic Age 
eluded the latter part of the third 
and all of the fourth Glacial periods, 
during which immense expanse of 
time — 50,000 years at least — Europe 
was inhabited by Neanderthal men. 
They were large of stature with the 
hack of the skull well-developed, hut 
frontal part only slightly so. They 
led a wandering existence, following 
the game on which they depended for 
food and clothing. They were ac- 
quainted with fire, hut had no pottery, 
and their rude instruments and 
weapons were of unpolished stone. 
The disappearance of this race is an 
unsolved mystery they were suc- 
ceeded by the Cro-Magnards, traces 
of whom have been found in caves in 
France and Spain. A remarkable thing 
about them is their extreme realism in 
picturing on the cave walls the ani- 
mal life about them, which was ex- 
traordinarily abundant. These pre- 
historic artists caught characteristic 
attitudes of animals, especially the 
reindeer and the bison, and suggested 
life and motion in an amazing way. 
They had no skill, however, in depict- 
ing human beings and their attempts 
in that line are grotesque. Many 
remains of Neolithic men — the later 
stone age when weapons and utensils 
were polished— are found in the Nile 
valley, and the lecturer stated that 
they were the beginning of our own 
age, as their civilization merged into 
the Egyptian of which we have histor- 
ic record. They developed the art of 
Pottery— though not the potter’s 
wheel — and had curious and inter- 
esting ceremonies connected with the 
burial of the dead, which suggest be- 
lief in a future life. 


"Ann Hutchinson” was the subject 
of an exceedingly interesting lecture 
by Carroll Perry before the Newton 
Community Club yesterday afternoon.

After a 
study of our own we are prepared to 
suggest additions. We believe there 
are things that escaped the t’ramorR 
of tills most effective method of per- 
sonal taxation and we make bold to 
offer our own ideas which we hope 
will increase the amount of revenue. 

IT KM I — UNEXPECTED NET 
CAINS — If any one has paid you 
money borrowed some years ago and 
which you never expected to get you 
must declare 2% per cent of the full 
amount. Including interest at fi per 
cent compound interest, for the full 
amount of the loan for each year of 
said loan up to 12 years; beyond that 
period 4V 2 per cent. 

ITEM II— UNREALIZED PROFITS 
— (full interest included.) If you 
have, between Dec. 31, 1 022 and Dec. 
31, 1923, dreamed of picking up a sum 
of money in the street or elsewhere, 
or of finding a quantity of scattered 
coin or of having money given you 
then you must describe all the circum- 
stances of that dream and if possible 
the cause thereof and declare (Chap 
547,893, Sec 98 Pr 6) the full amount, 
plus in per cent. 

ITEM III— INTANGIBLE INVITA-

If any one promised during 
the past 12 months to show you how 
you could obtain some extra money 
by a legitimate get-rich-quick scheme 
and you gave him a specified sum to 
invest for you. and said venture 
failed to materialize you must declare 
the full amount of your expectations 
on which you will lie taxed, with suit- 
able exemption for loss of sleep and 
general unhappiness.

wife who was living at her hus- 
band's home at the time the invest- 
ment was first talked of and who left 
her husband in consequence of their 
differences of opinion on said invest- 
ment.

“Charley” Hatfield and his visit to 
President Coolidge and so we hasten 
ed to have the popular Ex-Mayor re- 
peat them for our benefit. They were 
all the more entertaining coming di- 
rectly from him. Before we attempt 
to repeat what he told us we think 
we ought to say, for tlie few who 
may not know, that he is a philatelist. 
And the most philatelistic philatelist 
in this part of the country! He loves 
postage stamps, not because he is in- 
terested in them commercially, but be- 
cause he is a born stamp-collector. 
There is among the persons who 
know of Charley’s success in this line 
one of the greatest men in the coun- 
try — indeed, the greatest man In the 
country. President Calvin Coolidge. 
Now it happened that on the first day 
President Coolidge took occupancy ot* 
the White House he was accompanied 
by “Charley” Hatfield. It was printed 
in Washington dispatches at the time. 
But here is what you haven’t heard. 
On the way to the White House the 
President, remembering Mr. Hatfield’s 
connection with a big stamp collect- 
ing company, said, 

"Charley, how’s stamp business?” 

"Fine, thank you,” replied Newton’s 
Ex-Mayor. 

I’ll bet we sell more stamps than 
you do.” challenged tlie President and 
there was no reply from “Charley.” 

It was during this memorable ride 
that Mr. Hatfield broached the subject 
of a memorial stamp in honor of Pres- 
ident Harding. President Coolidge 
was favorably impressed with the sug- 
gestion and directed our fellow citi- 
zen to arrange with the Postmaster 
General to present his plan. The in- 
terview was held that day. Now when 
you see a Harding memorial stamp 
remember “Charley" Hatfield is 
Newton man and that the idea of this 
particular memorial came from this 
city.

HOW NEWTON IS GOVERNED 

Some Interesting Facts About the Various Departments 
of the City by J, C. Brimhlecom 


The only department of the city 
which actually yields a money profit 
to the municipality la thnt of water. 

Bi-monthly examination of our city 
water by the State Board of Health in- 
dicates a clearness many times greater 
than that of the metropolitan water. 

The water is obtained from about 200 
tube wells, each two and one half 
inches in diameter, thirty to one hun- 
dred and sixty feet in depth, and lo- 
cated from 50 to 1500 feet from the 
Uharles river on the Needham side 
above the Needham street bridge. 
These wells are all connected into an 
underground conduit or collecting gal- 
lery. about 8000 feet In length, and the 
water Mows by gravity through a pipe 
under the river to the pump well on 
the Newton side. Since 1913, an aux- 
iliary pump raising water from a large 
well has furnished a fine supply of 
water, largely offsetting the diminished 
flow of the old conduit caused by the 
gradual silting up of the material sur- 
rounding it. Two pumping engines, a 
Barr with a capacity of six million gal- 
lons of water In twenty-four hours, and 
a Worthington with a daily capacity of 
five million gallons, then force the 
water into the main pipe system, which 
includes over 168 miles of pipes. The 
excess of water over the consumption 
on the system reaches the ten million 
gallon covered reservoir on the top of 
Waban hill, which acts as a storage 
and regulating basin. 

The covered reservoir is nearly high 
enough to furnish pressure in about 
every dwelling in this city, although 
the flow of water is small and slow in 
the upper stories of house's on top of 
higher hills. On the level places near 
the main line of railroad for instance, 
the pressure is about 115 pounds to tiie 
square inch or a force capable of send- 
ing a stream of water over the tops of 
the highest buildings. 

The average dally consumption of 
water in Newton is 4,000,000 gallons, 
and in extreme drought sometimes 
reaches 5,500,000 gallons. The city has 
a right to use, subject to restrictions, 
eight million gallon's of water in 24 
hours from the Charles river water 
shed, and this limit will probably he 
reached by 1935. 

The present supply is to be augment- 
ed in the near future by the construc- 
tion of another large well in the Need- 
ham land, work on which will probably 
he commenced in the spring. 

The department at present is under 
the control of a Water Commissioner, 
iippointed by te Mayor and confirmed 
by the aldermen. Two clerks are era- 
ployed at the office at City Hall and 
another at the commodious pipe-yard 
and stable on Edinboro street, where 
accidents during the night time can 
always be reported. Three meter in- 
spectors are constantly at work, and 
two gangs of laborers are employed 
during the working season, one on 
main and the other on service con- 
struction. The pumping station re- 
quires the services of an engineer, 3 
assistant engineers, a fireman and an 
assistant fireman, and consumes about 
2100 tons of coal each year. 

Applications for service connection 
are made to the water commissioner, 
and require a deposit with the City 
Treasurer of the estimated cost of the 
work from the street line to the de- 
sired point. The work from the street 
line to the main is done at the expense 
of the city. After the service is laid 
the actual cost is determined and the 
account adjusted, any unexpended bal- 
ance being returned to the applicant. 
The service pipe is usually one inch in 
diameter and made of galvanized iron. 
In the case of new buildings a charge 
for building water at the rate of six 
cents for each cask of lime used on the 
work, is made. In very large buildings 
the water is metered. Where the con- 
templated service requires an exten- 
sion of the main pipe, the applicant 
must furnish the city with an ease- 
ment over any private land, and a 
written guarantee to pay annually a 
sum equal to 5 per cent on the esti- 
mated cost of laying a 6 in. main for 
the neceasarly distance, regardless of 
the amount of water consumed. This 
guarantee lasts for at least 5 yrs., and 
is credited with payments made on any 
subsequent services on that particular 
main. The usual main is six inches in 
diameter. 

There are approximately 11,000 ser- 
vice connections in the city. 

The system is divided into sections 
by over 1100 stop gates, by which it is 
possible to make necessary repairs at 
a minimum of inconvenience to con- 
sumers. 

Hydrants are located on all new 
mains at distances of about 500 feet 
apart and on old mains wherever re- 
quested by the Chief of Fire Depart- 
ment. There are 1150 hydrants in use 
at the present time. 

In this connection it may be of in- 
terest to note that the fire service does 
not make so serious a draft upon the 
water supply as one might think. A 
large mill fire which occurred at night 
took about 475,000 gallons of water, 
the heaviest draft for a long period. 
This amount being readily determined 
from the height of the reservoir as in- 
dicated at City Hall. 

The 25o dead ends on main pipes are 
more or less a nuisance to the depart- 
ment which makes a steady effort to 
eliminate them. The lack of circula- 
tion at these dead ends is largely re- 
sponsible for any complaints in the 
quality of the water. Constant efforts 
are made by regular flushings to keep 
them clean and complaints of this na- 
ture are promptly remedied. 

The department keeps a record of 
the daily temperature of the water in 
the pump well, and of the air outside, 
also of tiie bright of water in the col- 
lecting gallery, tiie number of gallons 
pumped and consumed, und of the rain- 
rail. The hours during which tiie pump- 
ing engines work are also noted, to- 
gether with tiie amount of coal used. 

When the Metropolitan Water dis- 
trict was established the Water Board 
in charge at that time decided that the 
I est interests of the city demanded tliut 
Newton should lie Included within the 
district, but without taking the water 
until wanted. This decision has cost 
us $15o,000 to date, as we have paid an 
annual assessment for the above so- 
called privilege. Possibly our descen- 


dants may live to reap the benefit of 
this act but it is costing the present 
water takers over $6,500 a year. 

In this connection it is of interest to 
note that Cambridge, which did not 
enter the metropolitan water district 
when it was formed, is now consider- 
ing the advisability of paying the met- 
ropolitan district the sum of one mil- 
lion dollars for the privilege of using 
metropolitan water. 

We made one good trade, however, 
with the metropolitan water hoard in 
the sale in 1904 of the old open reser- 
voir ;it Waban Hill which had proved 
inadequate for our purposes, $60,000 
was paid for tiie reservoir which holds 
14,500,000 gal. of water, and it is now 
used as a supply for Watertown and 
Belmont. In mldition we made agree- 
ment's with the metropolitan commis- 
sioners whereby we can draw on them 
for 15,000,000 gallons of water in cases 
of emergency, and have water fur- 
nished free in cases of accidents to our 
own system. About 60,000,000 gallons 
were taken from them in 1923. Under 
t ills agreement Newton received about 
60,000,000 gallons last summer and fall 
during the unusual drought. For these 
purposes, Newton and the metropolitan 
have connection's on Ward street near 
the reservoir and at the Newton- 
Watertown line on Centre street. 
There are also connections with Bos- 
ton. Brookline and Waltham. 

The possibility and probability of 
using water from the metropolitan 
supply is of considerable interest to 
many people, and it is pertinent to say 
in that connection that Newton is now 
proving about $50,000 for the water we 
are consuming. The same amount of 
water furnished by the Metropolitan 
Water Commission could cost us at 
least $80,000 annually, beside the ex- 
pense of the upkeep of the mains, ser- 
vices and other matters incidental to 
the distribution. As a matter of econ- 
omy, as well as the quality of the 
water, it is advisable for Newton to 
furnish its own supply as long as pos- 
sible. 


THE SECOND CHURCH ANNUAL 
MEETING 


The Annual Meeting of the Second 
Church was held last Friday evening, 
and was the largest annual meeting 
of its history. The attendance was 
limited to members and contributors 
to the church over seventeen years of 
age. Four hundred and twenty-six 
sat down to supper in tho various 
rooms ot' the Parish House. At the 
conclusion, Mr. George H. Fernald, 
Moderator, took the chair and called] 
upon Dr. Park to run over with the 
audience the reports which were prin- 
ted and in their hands. These showed 
that the present membership of the 
Church is eight hundred and seventy- 
one, eiglity-two new members having 
joined last year. There were six hun- 
dred and forty-nine contributors to 
the work of the church, and $10,471 
had been raised for benevolent pur- 
poses. Fitting remembrance was 
made of the five members who had 
passed on during the year, and a 
cablegram of remembrance was sent 
to Mrs. Joseph A. Symonds at Hono- 
lulu, in remembrance of her husband, 
a Deacon of the church, wTio had 
passed on during tho year. Remem- 
brances were also sent to Mrs. Caro- 
line Barker who lias been a member 
of the church for nearly seventy-two 
years. 

Mr. Charles E. Gibson and Mr. Ed- 
ward M. Hall retired under the church 
statutes from the Board of Deacons, 
and Mr. Herbert M. Cole and Mr. 
Frederick J. Fessenden were appoin- 
ted in their places. Mr. Franklin S. 
Hoyt retired from the Executive Com- 
mittee by expiration of his term, and 
Mr. John N. Eaton was appointed in 
his place. It was reported that the 
officers of the Women’s Guild were 
Mrs. Thomas Chalmers, President; 
Mrs. Albert E. Flint, Reocrdlng Sec- 
retary; Miss Louise Wood, Corres- 
ponding Secretary; Mrs. William F. 
Chase. Treasurer. 

At the close of the business meet- 
ing a series of sketches of interest 
to the members of the parish were 
given under the direction of Mrs. 
Philip R. Dunbar. These represented 
the many-sided activities of the mem- 
bers of the parish in Insurance, the 
Arts, Domestic Economy, and Journa- 
lism, and culminated in the publica- 
tion upon the stage of a newspaper 
so up-to-date as to actually give a 
moderately accurate account of the 
business meeting itself. 

The arrangements for the supper 
and the distribution of the supper 
tickets were in the hands of the 
Social Committee of which Mrs. John 
N. Eaton is president, and were car- 
ried out by a supper ticket committee 
consisting of Mrs. Herbert M. Cole 
and Mrs. George P. Hatch.

AN ALL-AROUND MAN 

A list of the subjects touched upon 
by Dr. Benjamin Franklin (horn 1706- 
dled 1790), in tho ten volumes of ills 
“Complete Works” (H.F85) gives a 
hint of tho wide range of Interests of 
this remarkable man who never en- 
tered the walls of n college ns a stu- 
dent, yet gathered a fund of knowledge 
of which many a professor as well as 
student might well lie proud, who did 
research work of such value thnt suc- 
ceeding investigators and inventors 
have been glad to build upon its re- 
sults, who was never trained us a dip- 
lomat or politician, yet held adroit 
statesmen enthralled, — a natural me- 
chanic and craftsman who improved 
both the machinery and the art of his 
trade,— a debater equally convincing 
with tongue or pen. Here are a few 
topics on which he thought and spoke 
and wrote, many of which have occu- 
pied the attention of later generations, 
and not a few of which have a large 
place in the thought and discussion of 
today, notwithstanding he was an old- 
ish man, almost 70, when the Revolu- 
tionary war broke out: 

Proposed new version of the Bible 
Impolicy of war; observations on war 
Augmentation of wages in Europe by 
the American Revolution 
Prospect for emigrants to America 
Contemplated restraint on emigration 
Slave trade 

Relations toward Indian tribes; wis- 
dom of fair dealings witli them 
Stilling W’aves by means of oil 
Notes and hints for a paper concerning 
catching cold 

Toleration in Old England and New 
England 

Art of procuring pleasant dreams 
Great numbers of papers and docu- 
ments regarding the affairs of the 
colonies in relation to the Mother 
Country in the troublesome years 
leading up to the Revolution, and 
later regarding the problems in the 
formation of a new nation upon a 
stable basis 

Concerning the increase of mankind 
ana the peopling of countries 
Concerning the price of corn and the 
management of the poor 
On the laboring poor 
Scheme for a new’ alphabet and re- 
formed mode of spelling 
Concerning national wealth 
On ventilation 

Concerning provisions made in Chinn^ 
against famine

On smuggling and its various species 
Electrical experiments

In addition to the "Complete Works” 
referred to above, his Autobiography is 
to be found in the Newton Free Libra- 
ry in different editions under the fol- 
lowing number's: E.F854.Fg; E.F854.- 
Fh; E.l y 854.Fe; E.F854.Ff, and an edi- 
tion in three volumes edited from the 
original manuscripts and from his 
printed correspondence and other writ- 
ings. under E.F854.Fc. Besides this, 
"Sayings of Poor Richard” (BQT.F85) 
jmd “Poor Richard’s Almanac and 
other papers” (jH.F85p) are most in- 
teresting. 

Concerning what others have to say 
about Franklin, “Franklin, the Appren- 
tice,” by Abbott (E.F854.A) and "Ben- 
jamin Franklin,” by Tomlinson (E.- 
F854.T) are two readable and brief 
accounts of various incidents of his 
life. The former deals largely with his 
earlier experiences, as the title indi- 
cates. “Two-Hundredth Anniversary 
of Birth of Benjamin Franklin, Cele- 
bration by Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts and City of Boston" (E.F854.- 
Ma) is also interesting. 

"The Many-Sided Franklin,” by 
Ford, (E.F854.Fo) is one of the most 
interesting and readable one-volume 
biographies of Franklin. "Benjamin 
Franklin, Printer, Statesman, Philoso- 
pher and Practical Citizen," by Robins 
(E.F854.R) gives a brief account of his 
early life, with more detailed story of 
his later years. 

"The Life and Times of Benjamin 
Franklin” by Partem, in two volumes, 
lay's special stress on his varied ex- 
periences as a statesman and man of 
political affairs (B.F854.P), "Frank- 
lin in France,” by Hale, also in two 
volumes (E.F854.H) gives a detailed 
account of Franklin, especially his 
French experiences, with much of in- 
terest to the reader who has patience 
to follow the account through to the 
end. 

There are also a goodly number of 
biographies which deal with some spe- 
cial phase of Franklin’s’ life or charac- 
ter.

Used in Making Single Cover 
That Will Stand Up. 

Most striking of the revelations of 
the manufacture of billiard tables are 
the facts about the cloth for which the 
pick of the world’s wool Is used to pro- 
duce a fabric that will stand up to its 
work. No fewer than 22 fleeces are re- 
jected during the processes of cleaning 
and combing before the weaving be- 
gins. 

To keep a cloth in the best condition 
two things are essential — careful brush- 
ing and ironing. The strokes of the 
brush must invariably he in the same 
direction — that is, with the nap — and 
tiie same rule holds good for the iron, 
which should never he too hot, or else 
the cells of the wool will he deprived 
of the natural moisture which they 
need to keep in good condition. 

The points of the best cues are usu- 
ally made of French ash or maple, 
which hnve been found by experience 
to keep strnighter than other woods. 
For the embellishment of the butt 
ebony Is the favorite, but tulip wood 
— a wood from Brazil of n red color 
with yellowish streaks — and rosewood 
are both employed sometimes. — De- 
troit News.

When the explosion occurs the 
gases escape readily through the 
cracks and crevices in the springs and 
slats, hut the small fragments are re- 
tained and so cause no damage to 
adjacent persons and property. The 
springs are said to he practically In- 
destructible by this treatment and 
may he used repeatedly.
